Preſent here the Reader with the Firſt 
"Part of the Account of the Voyage I 
made from the Tear 1679, to the Year 1682, 
in the Northern America 3 in which 1 diſe 
cover'd a Country, unknown before me, 4s 
large or larger than Europe. 1 had reſol- 
ved long ago to oblige the Publick with it 3 
but my Reſolution was prevented by ſome 
Reaſons, which it would be too long to re- 
late.

Printed at Paris: by Order of the French 
King but I was then oblig'd to ſay nothing 
of the Courſe of the River Meſchaſipi, from 
the Mouth of the River of the 1llinois down 
to the Sea, for fear of diſobliging M. la 
Salle, with whem I began my Diſcovery.

no Account. They endure the greateſt Fatigues, and 
traverſe the moſt unpaſſable Ways and horrid Pre- 
Cipices, 1n order to the Execution of their Deſigns ; 
being puſh'd on by the Hopes they entertain of Pro- 
moting by 'theſe means the Glory of him who'crea- 
ted *em, and under whoſe Conduct they undertake 
ſuch toilſome Voyages. For | 

It's uſual to ſee lagb undaunted Men boldly en- 
counter the moſt - frightful of Deaths, both in Bat- 
tles and in dangerous: Voyages : they are ſuch as are 
not diſcouraged by all the Hazards that ſurround 
*'<m either by Sea or Land ; nothing being able . to 


withſtand the Valour and Courage that prompts em 


to attempt any thing. Therefore. is it, that we /oft- 


times ſee 'em, ſucceed in- obtaining their Deſigns,” 
and compaſling their moſt difficult Enterprizes. Yet - 


it's to- be acknowledg'd, that if. they. took a ferious 
View before: hand; of the Perils they're about to 


encounter, and conſider'd '*'em in cold Blopd; they- 
would perhaps find Difficulty! to perſuade themſelves 
into ſuch refolute Thoughts; at-leaft, they would:

in Hiſtory RY their Minds with the SatisfaRz- * 
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not form their Deſigns after ſuch a daring and fearleſs 
matiner.” 'But generally ſpeaking, they do not ſurvey 
their Dangers beforehand, any otherwiſe than by the 
Lump, and with a'tranſient View ; and having once 
ſer their Hands to the Work, Occaſion engages *em 
inſenſibly, and entices *em further on than they 
cou'd' have believ'd at firſt. Infomuch that many 
of the great Diſcoveries owing to Voyages, are ra- 
ther the Reſult' of Chance, than any well form'd

- Something of the: ſame Nature has happen'd to 
my falf in the Diſcovery I now bring to Light. I 
was from my Infancy very fond of Travelling ; 
and my natural Curioſity induc'd me to viſit many 
Parts of Europe one after another. . But not being ſa- 
tified with that, T found my ſelf inclin'd to enter- - 
tain more diſtant Proſpects, and was eager upon ſee- 
ing remoter Countries and Nations that had not yet 
been heard of ; and in gratifying this natural Itch,

frightful Difficulties. But maugre all theſe Diſcou- 
ragements, I've at length perfeted my Deſign, the

fires, both in regard to the curioſity F had to'ſee new 
Countries, ' and ſtrange Faces; and alſo upon the

never known till now ; of which I here give an am-

the Publick 'will return me Thanks for my Pains, 
becauſe. of the Advantage that may. accrue to it by 
the ſame. However the World's Approbation ſhall 
ſufficiently recompenſe all the Tro ps Dangers 
I've gone through. | 


T atm not infenſible of the Reflections I ſhall mect 


with from ſuch as never dar'd to travel themſelves, 
or never read the Hiſtories of the Curious 'and 
Brave, who have given Relations of the ſtrange 


Countries they have taken upon them toſee ; I'doubt 


not but that fort of Cattle will account of this my 
Diſcovery as being falſe and incredible. But what 
they fay ſhall not trouble me much : They them- 
ſelves were never Maſters of the Courage' and- Va- 
lour which inſpires -Men to undertake the glorious 
Enterprizes that gain *em Reputation in'the World, 
being confin'd within narrow Bounds, and want- 
ing a Soul to atchieve any thing that can procure 
'em a diſtinguiſhing and advantageous Character a- 
mong Men. It were better therefore for ſuch to 
admire what they cannot comprehend, and reſt ſa- 
 tisfy'd in a wiſe and profound Silence, than thus 
fooliſhly to blame what they know nothing of.

The Motives which engag'd the Author of this Diſcovery 
to undertake the Voyage, whereof you have here a Re- 
lation. | 


|| Always found in my ſelf a ſtrong Inclination to 
retire from the World , and regulate my Life ac- 
cording to the Rules of pure and ſevere Virtue: and 


In compliance with this Humour, I enter'd into the 


Franciſcan Order, deſigning to confine my ſelf to an 


- auſtere Way of Living. I was over-joy'd then, when 


I read in Hiſtory the Travels and Voyages of the Fa- 
thers of my own Order, who indeed were the firſt 
thatundertook Miflions into any foreign Country. And 
oft-times repreſented to my ſelf, that there could be 
nothing greater or more glorious than to inſtru the 
Ignorant and Barbarous, and lead 'em to the lizht of 
the Goſpel ; and having remark'd, that the Franciſcans - 
had behav'd themſelves in this Work with a great deal 
of Zeal and Succeſs, I found this begat in my. Mind 
a Deſire of tracing their Footſteps, and dedicating 


my felf after their Example, to the Glory of God, 


and the Salvation of Souls. 
- In reading the Hiſtory of our Order, I obſery'd, 
that in a general Aſſembly held in the Year 162T% it 


was reckon'd, that ſince the firſt going of the Reve- 


rend Father Martin de Valence (one of our firſt Refor- 


. mers) into America, there had been five hundred Con- 
- vents of Recolleds, eftabliſh'd in that New World, 


and diſtributed into Two and twenty Provinces. As 
I advanc'd in Years, this Inclination to travel did ſo 
much the mere fix it ſelf in my Mind. Ir is. crue, 
a BD B 3 one 
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one of my- Siſters that was; marry'd at: Ghent, .and 
whom T lov'd very tenderly, diddiſſuade.me from my | 
Deſign as much as ſhe could, and never ceas'd to. re- 
dotible her Sollicitations to that purpoſe , while I had 
occaſion to be with her in that great City, whither I 
had gone to learn the Dutch Language : But being ſolli- 
cited on the other hand, by many of my Friends at Am- 
fterdam, to go to the Eaſt-Indies, my natural Inclina- 
tion, join'd to the Influence of their Requeſts, did 
move me-much, and had almoſt determin'd me to 
undertake a Sea-Voyage. yh 
Seeing then that all the Remonſtrances of my; Siſter 
could not diſſuade me from travelling, I firſt under- 
took a Journey into Ttalyz and in Obedience to the 
Orders of my Superiour, viſited all the great-Chur- 
ches, and moſt confiderable Convents of our Order, 
both in that Country, and in Germany 3 which did in 
ſome meaſure gratiftie the Curioſity of my Temper. 
But having return'd to the Netherlands, the Reyerend 
Father Wiliam Herinx, late Biſhop of Ipres, manifeſt- 
ed his averſeneſs. to the Reſolution I had taken: of 
continuing to travel, -by detaining me in the-Con- 
vent of Halles in Hainault, where I was oblig'd to per- 
form the Office of Preacher for aYear. After which, 
with the Conſent of my, Superiour, I went into the 
Country of A4rtioz,, from . whence I was ſent to Ca- 
las, to a the part of a Mendicant there in time: of 
Herring-ſalting. 113 — 
Being there, I was paſſionately .in love with hear-. 
ing the Relations that Maſters of Ships gave of, their 
Voyages. Afterwards I return'd to our Convent-at 
Biez,, by the way of Dunkirk : But I us'd oft-times 
to fculk behind the Doors of Victualling-Houſes,:to 
hear the Sea-men give an Account of their Adven- 
tures, "The Smoak of Tobacco was offenſive 'to me, 
and created Pain in my Stomach, while I was thus 
Intent upon giving ear to their Relations : But'for all 
L was very attentive to the Accounts: they _"_ of 
| their 
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their Encounters by Sea, the Perils they had gone 
_ through, and all the Accidents which bete]l them in 
Y v1 ds Voyages. This Occupation was ſo agree- 
_ "able and engaging, that I have ſpent whole Days and 
Nights at it without eating 3 for hereby I always 
came to underſtand ſome new thing, concerning the 
- Cuſtoms and Ways of Living in remote Places; and 
concerning the Pleaſantneſs, Fertility, and Riches of 
the Countries where theſe Men had been. 
_ This cenfirm'd me more and more in my former 
Reſolution ; and that T might advance it yet further, 
I werit Miflionary into moſt part of the. Towns of 
Holland ; and- ſtopp'd at length at Maftreicht , for 
eight Months together , where I adminiſter'd the Sa- 
craments to above Three thouſand wounded Men : 
In which Occupation I. ventur'd many Dangers 
among the Sick People, being taken ill both of a 
Spotted Fever and a Dyſenterie, which brought me 
very low, and near unto Death : But God at length 
reſtor'd me to niy former Health, by the Care and 
Help of a very skilful Dutch Phyſician. ._ 

The ſingular Zeal I had for Fromoning the Good 
of Souls, engag'd me the Year following to be pre- 
ſent at, the Battle of Seneffe, where I was bufied in 
_ adminiftring Comfort to the. poor wounded Men : 
_ Till at length, after having endur'd all manner of 
Fatigue and: Toil, and having run the riſque of ex- 
treme Dangers at Sieges of "Towns in the Trenches, 
and in Fields of Battel, (where I-never ceas'd to ex- 
poſe, my ſelf for the good of Mens Souls) while 
theſe bloody Men were breathing nothing but Slaugh- 
ter and Blood, I happily found my ſelf in a condi- 
tion to fatisfie my firſt Inclination : For I then re- 
ceiv'd Orders from my Superiours to go for Roche}, in 
order to.embark'in Qualicy of Miſſionary for Canada. 
Within'Two Leagues--of that City I perform'd the 
FunRion/of a'Curate near two Months ; being' invi- 

teUfo to'do by the Paſtor of the Place, who had oc- * 
| S 4: caſion 
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cafion to-be abſent from his Charge. But afterwards 
T totally reſign'd my felf to the Providence of God, 
and begun a Voyage of Twelve or Thirteen hundred 
Leagnes'over, and perhaps the greateſt that can be 
made by Sea. - | 
- _T-embark'd in the Company of Mr. Francis de La- 
wal, created then Biſhop of Perree in partibus Infideli- 
wm, and ſince Biſhop of Quebec, the Capital City of 
Canada; and now my Inclination to travel increas'd 
more and more : Yet I ftaid in that Country four 


Years, and was ſent thence in Miflion, while the - 


Abbot of Fenelon, preſent Archbiſhop of Cambray, 
reſided there. 2 | 
T ſhall not_here recount the ſeveral Adventures of 


ur Voyage, nor the Fights we were engag d in with 


the Ships of Turkey, Tunis, and Algiers, who attem- 
pted ſeveral times to have taken us; but without ſuc- 
ceſs. , Nor ſhall I ſtay to relate our Approach to Cape 


Breton, where we beheld: with incredible Delight, the I 


Battle ordinarily fought berwixt the Fiſhes call'd 
Eſpadons and the Whales, their mortal Enemies ; .net- 
ther am-I to-detain my Reader with an Account of 
what vaſt Quantities of Fiſh we took at Forty Fa- 
thom Water, upon the Great Bank of New-found- 
Land ; or what great Numbers of Ships we rencoun- 
. ter'd with, that were bound thither from different 
Nations to fiſh in theſe Places, which afford ſuch in- 
finite Numbers of. all manner of Fiſhes. Theſe di- 
verting Sights were very agreeable to all our Crew, 
which was then about an Hundred Men ſtrong, to 
three Fourths of whom IT adminiſtred the Sacra- 
ments, they being Catholicks. I perform'd likewiſe 
Divine Service every Day while the Weather was 
calm ; and we ſung the Itinerary of the Clergy, 
tranſlated into French Verſe,” after the Evening 
Prayers. |

length we arriv'd at Quebec, the Capital City of

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The Means by which the Author accuſtom'd himſelf to en- 
© dure the Travail and Fatigue of hs laborious Miſſion. 


M* Francis de Laval, Biſhop of Perree, having ta- 
ken poſſeflion of the Biſhoprick' of Quebec, 
which was conferr'd upon him by Pope Clement X. 
and that contrary to the Sentiments of many Perſons 
of Quality, who, by means of his Preferment, were 
fruſtrated of their own Pretenſions : This Reverend 
| Prelate (I fay) having taken into conſideration the 
Fervency of my Zeal in Preaching the Goſpel in my 
Voyage, my affiduous Diligence in performing Di- 
vine Service, and the Care I had taken to hinder the 
* Young Fellows of our Crew from keeping looſe 
Company with the Women and Maids: that came 
along with us (for which I had oft-times been re- 
warded with Anger and Hatred ; ) theſe Reaſons, 
- anduch like, procur'd 'me the Favour 'and Applauſe 
of this Illuſtrious Prelate, he obliging me to preach 
In Advent and Lent to the Cloiſter of St. Auguſtin; in 
the Hofpital of Quebec. 
* - But in the mean while, all this did not fatisfie my 
natural Inclination ;.. I us 'oft-times to go ſome © 
Twenty: or Thirty;Leagues off 'the Town to ſee the 
Country, wearing: a little Hood, «and making uſe of 
large Rackets, without which I hagk been in danger of 
lalling headlong over . fearful Pr&Eipices. Sometimes 
to eaſe my ſelf alittle, I made a great Dog I had 
brought with me, drag my little' Baggage along, that 
I might arrive the ſooner - at Trois Rivieres, St. Anne, 
and Cape Towrmente, Bourgrojal , the Point de wand 
an 
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and at the Iſland of - Sr. Lawrence, whither I deſign'd 
to go. There I aſſembled together, in one-of the 
largeſt Cottages of that Country, as many People 
as I could gather ; whom in ſome time TI- admitted 
to Confeflion, and to the Holy Communion: - In 
the Night-time I had nothing to' cover me but a 
Cloak ; and ſometimes ' the Froſt pierc'd to my 
very Bones, which oblig'd me to make-a Fire. five or 
ſix times in a Night, to prevent my freezing to death. 
My Commons alſo were very Jhort, ſcarce more 
than to keep me from ſtarving, : 

In. the Summer-ſeaſon I was oblig'd, in order:to | 
continue my Mſn, to travel in Canou's, that js, a 
ſort of little Boats (which TI ſhall deſcribe hereafter 


that they make uſe of in Lakes and Rivers : Which -; 


ſort of Contrivance ſucceeded well - enough where 
the Water was ſhallow, or about two or three Foot 
deep ; But when we came to any deeper Place, then 
the Boat, which was round underneath, was in dan- 
ger. of over-turning, infomuch that I had certainly 
periſh'd in the Water, had not I taken a circumſpe&t 
Care of my ſelf. TD | 
However, I found my ſelf -oblig'd to travel after 
this manner, for there were no paſſable Roads in 
this Country ; it being impoflible to travel over-land 
in theſe new Colonies, becauſe of that infinite num-. 
ber of Trees and Woods that beſet them on all ſides, 
which muſt needs be cut down or burn'd, before any . 


paſſable Way be made.

"4 Deſcription of thoſe'Canou's that they make uſe of in the 


Summer-time in America, for the Conveniency. of tra- 
welling. 


*TPHeſe Canou's are round underneath, as I faid 
. L but now, and pointed at the two Ends, not 
unlike the Venetian Gondals ; Without them it were 
impoflible to travel in America, for the Country is full 
of vaſt and wide-extended Foreſts : Beſides, the im- 


| . petuous Winds ſometimes pluck up the Trees by the 
Roots, and Time it ſelf ranverſes great numbers of 


'em, which tumbling down through Age, are piled 
ſo one upon another, that the Ways are totally em- 


| barafs'd; and render'd unpaſlable. 


[The Savages are very ingenious in making theſe 
Canou's : .They make 'them of the' Bark of Birch- 


Trees, which they pill very neatly off that fort . © 
- of Trees, they being conſiderably bigger than thoſe 


of Europe. They betake themſelves to this Work ge- 


'nerally about the end of Winter , - in the valt Fo- 
reſts. that lie towards the Northern Parts of theſe 


Countries. mm 

For ſupporting this - Bark, they | line it within 
with Ribs or Pieces of white Wood, or Cedar, about 
four Fingers broad ; this they furbiſh up with ſmall 
Poles made ſmooth, that make the Circumference 
of the Canou ; then by other Poles going a-croſs, 
about an Inch, or an Inch and a half thick, which 
are very ſmoothly poliſh'd ; theſe they join 'on both 
ſides to the Bark by ſmall Roots of Trees cloven in 
two, .not much unlike the Willows that we make our 
Baskets of in Europe. | | 

Theſe Canou's have no Rudder, as the bigger Shal- 


lops have, for they row them along. merely by the 
| - force 


/ 
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| force of their Arms with ſome ſmall Oars; and can 
turn them with an incredibleſwiftneſs, and dire them 
whicher they liſt. Thoſe that are accuſtom'd to ma- 
nage them, can make /'em fail at a wonderful rate, 
even in calm Weather ; but when the Wind is fa- 
vourable, they are epedite to a Miracle ; for they then 
make uſe of little Sails made of the ſame Bark, but 
thinner than that of the Canou's. As for the Eure- 
peans, that by long uſage come to be well vers'd in 
"this ſort of Tackling, they make uſe of about four 
Ells of Linen Cloth, hoiſted up on a little Maſt, the 
Foot of which ſtands in 'a Hole. made in a fquare | 
piece of light Wood, that is faſtned betwixt the Ribs 
and the Bark of the Canou's towards the Bottom. 
Thoſe that are well skill'd in managing theſe Ca- 
nou's, can fail Thirty or Thirty five Leagues in a 
Day down a River, and ſometimes more in Lakes, 
if the Wind be favourable : But ſome of /em are 
much bigger than others. ' They carry generally 
' about a Thouſand pound Weight, ſome Twelve hun- 
dred, and - the biggeſt not aboye Fifteen hundred 
pounds. The leaſt of *em can carty Three or four 
hundred pound weight, together with two Men or 
Women to ſteer them along. But the Greater muſt 
have Three or Four Men to manage them, 'and 
ſometimes when Buſineſs requires Expedition, - Seven 
or Eight to quicken their yace.

| of that Deſign, I look'd upon the —_—— of a 
. Miſſonary as a moſt Honourable Poſt 

_ that whenever I found the opportunity of a Mi 

_ - I willingly embrac'd it ; tho! it oblig 
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r'me; fo 
fion, 
d me to travel 
more than Twelve hundred Leagues off Canada : Yet 
I perſuaded ſeveral to accompany me in my Voyage; 
and neglected not any thing that might . tend to the 
furtherance of my Deſign, 
Act firſt, for a Trial I was ſent in Miffion about 
a Hundred and twenty Leagues beyond Quebec, I 
went up by the way of the River St. Laurence, and 
arriv'd at length at the brink of a Lake call'd by the 
Natives Ontario, which. I ſhall deſcribe hereafter. 
Being there, I perſwaded ſeveral of the barbarous 
Iroqueſe, to cultivate the Ground, and prepare ſome 
Wood for building a Lodge for us. "Then I made 
them erect a Crofs of an extraordinary heighth and 
bigneſs ; and built a Chapel near to the Lake, and 
ſettled my felf there, with another of my own Or- 
der, by Name, Father Luke Buiſjet, whom I had in- 


/ dac'd to come along with me, and who died ſince 


in our Franciſcan Convent upon the Sambre : T ſhall 
have occaſion afterwards to ſpeak of him, for that 
we cohabited in Canada for a long time, and were 
Fellow-Labourers in our Settlement at Catarokouy ; 
which was the Place where we oft-times concerted 
the Meaſures of making this Diſcovery I am about 
to relate. . I there gave my {elf much to the reading 


- of Voyages, and encreasd the Ambition I had to 


purſue my Deſign, from what Light the Savages 
imparted to us in that matter : In fine, I plainly per- 
ceiv'd by what Relations I had receiv'd of ſeveral 
Particulars in different Nations, that it was a mat- 
ter of no great difficulty to make conſiderable Eſta- 
bliſhments to the South-Eaſt of the great Lakes ; and 
that by the. conveniency of a great. River calld 
Hoioz which paſſes through the Country of the Iro- 
queſe,a..Pailage might be made into the Sea /at 
Cape Florida. | While 
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- While I refided in that place; I made ſeveral little 
"Tours, ſometimes with the Inhabitants of Canada, 
_ that we had brought along to ſettle at our -Fort of 
- Catarokouy ;; ſometimes - in company. of - the Savages 
alone, with whom I convers'd frequently. : And as 
I foreſaw that the Iroqueſe might become jealous and ' 
faſpicious\ of our Diſcoveries, I refolv'd to make a 
Tour round their Five Cantons ; and in purſuance of 
cthis'Deſign, threw my ſelf among em, being accom- 
 pany'd only with a Soldier of ' our Fort, who tra- 
velFd with me Seventy Leagues, 'or near the Matter, 
on this' Occaſion 3 we having our Feet arm'd 
with large Rackets, to prevent the Injury of the 
Snow, which abounds in that Country in time of 
Winter. wy 
F had already acquir'd ſome ſmall Knowledge ' of 
the Iroqueſe Language ; and while I travelV'd -1n--this 
manner among them, they were ſurpriz/d to ſee'me 
walk in the Midft of Snow, and lodge my ſelf in 
the wild: Foreſts that their .Country is full of.” We 
were oblig'd to dig four Foot deep into the Snow, 
to:make Fire at Night, after having journey'd Ten 
or Twelves Leagues over-day, Our Shooes / were 
made after the Faſhion of thoſe of the Natives, bur 
were not able' to keep out the Snow, which melted 
as ſoon as our Feet touch'd it, it having receiv'd heat 
from the motion of us walking along. We 'made 
uſe of the Barks of Trees 'to cover us when we 
went to ſleep ; and were carefully follicitous to keep 
in'great Fires to defend: us from the nipping Colds. - 
In this loneſome Condition ſpent we the Nights, 
waiting the welcome return of the Sun, that 'we 
might go on in our Journey. As for Food, we had 
none, fave the Indian Corn grinded ſmall, which 
we” diluted with Water, to make it go down 
--. the better. :-* * 
_ - Thus we paſs'd through the Counzries of the Hon- 


nebiouts and Honnontages, who gave us a very. kind 
reception, 
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reception, and are the moſt Warlike People. of all 
the' Iroqueſe: * When they faw us, they put their Fore- 
fingers to their Mouths ſignifying how much fur-. 

risd they. were at the troubleſom and difficule 
| Journey we had, made in the middle of Winter. 
" Then looking upon - the mean and mortifying Ha- 
" bit of .St. Francis, they cry'd 'atoud , Hetchitagon ! 
that is, Bare-foot ; and did with all manner ofa 
ſion. and aſtoniſhment pronounce the Word Ganme- 
ron ; intimating, that it muſt needs have been a 
Buſineſs of great Importance .that mov'd us to at- 
tempt ſuck a difficult Journey at fo unſeaſonable 
| a time. | 

Theſe Savages regal'd us with Elk and Veniſon, 
drefs'd after their own faſhion, which we eat of, and 
afterwards took leave of *em, going further on in 
our Journey. When we departed, we carry'd our 
Bed-cloaths on our Backs, and took with us a little 
Pot to boyl their Corn in. We paſs'd through Ways 
that were overflown with Water, and ſuch as wou'd 
have been unpaſſable by any European : For when 
we came at vaſt Marſhes and overflowing Brooks, 
we: were oblig'd to craw! along by the Trees. Art 
length wich. much difficulty we arriv'd at Ganniekesz, 
or Agniez; which is one of the Five Cantons of the: 
Iroqueſe, ſituated about a large Day's Journey from 
New-Holland, call'd now New-York : Being there, we 
were forc'd to ſeaſon our Þdia» Corn ( which we 
were wont to bruize betwixt two Stones) with lit- 
tle Frogs that the Natives gather'd in the Meadows 
towards Eaſter, when the Snow was all gone. 

We ftay'd ſome time among theſe People, lodg- 
ing with a TFeſuite that had been born at Lioms, to 
tranſcribe an Iroqueſe Dictionary. When the Wea- 
ther began to be more favourable, we chanc'd.one 
day-to meet with three Durch-men on Horſe-back, 
_ Who had come thither to traffick in Beavers Skins : 
They were ſent thither by Major Andrews, wie: is

They likewiſe exprefsd _ 
the great Deſire _ they had to have me ſtay among. 


them, for the Spiritual-Comfort and Advantage o 
many Catholicks who had come from our Nether- 
lands, and ſetled there : And. I ſhould very willing- 
ly have- yielded to their Intreaties in reſiding there, 
but that I was afraid. of giving any Fealouſie 'to the 


Feſuites, who had receiv-d- me very Kindly ; and be- 


ſides, I was aware of injuring the Colony. of Canada, 
in reſpe& to the Commerce they had with the Sava- 
ges of = Acquaintance . in Beavers , and. Skins, 
We therefore having teſtifyed how much. oblig'd 
we were to the Gentlemen for their Kindneſs, re- 
turn'd again to Catarokouy. with much leſs difficulty 


than we went. But: all this had no other effet 


than to augment the Itching I had to. diſcover re-

A Deſcription of Fort Catarokouy, calld {ime 
| ' Fort Frontenac. + | 


THis Fort is ſituated-a Hundred Leagues from Que- 


bec (the Capital City of Canada ) up the Ri- | 


ver Sr, Laurence Southwards. It is built near to the

as to uy , the pretty Lake) diſcharges it ſelf.

-'Tt was. ſurrounded with a Rampart, great Stakes and 
Paliſfado's, and four Baſtions, by the Order of Count 


BB Frontenac, Governour-General of Canada. They found 
W it neceſſary to build this Fort for a Bulwark againſt 


the Excurſions of the Troqueſe, and to interrupt the 
Trade of Skins that theſe Savages maintain with the 
Inhabitants of New-York, and the Hollanders, who 
have ſettled a new Colony there ; for they furniſh 
the Savages with Commodities at cheaper Rates than 
the French of Canada. | 

The Iroqueſe are an Inſolent and barbarous Nation, 
that has ſhed the Blood of more than Two millions 
of Souls in that vaſt-extended Country. They 
would never ceaſe from diſturbing the Repoſe of 
the Europeans, were it not for fear of their Fire- 
Arms : For they entertain no Commerce with 
them, fave in the Merchandife-Goods they ſtand in 
need of, and in Arms, which they buy on purpoſe 
to uſe againſt their Neighbours ; and by the means 
of which, they have compaſs'd the Deftruction' of 
. an infinite Number of People, extending their bloo- 
dy. Conqueſt above 5 or 600 Leagues beyond their 
own Precincts, and exterminating whatever Nations 
\they hate. 
— This Fort, which at firſt was only ſurrounded with 
Stakes, Paliſado's, and earthen Ramparts, has been 
enlargd ſince the commencement of my Miflion 
into theſe Countries, to the circumference of Three 
hundred and ſixty Toiſes (each of theſe being ſix 
Foot in length) and is now adorn'd with Free-Stone, 
which they find naturally poliſh'd by the ſhock of the 
Water upon the brink of the Lake Ontario or Frontenac. 
They wrought at this Fort with ſo. much diligence 
and expedition, that in two Years time it was ad- 
WF yanc'd to this perfection, by the Care and Con- 
* I ut of Sieur-Cavelier de /a Salle, who. was a Norman

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born 5 a Man of great Condutt and profound Poli- 
Cy. \: He oft-times pretended to me, that” hei was a 
Pariſian by Birth, thinking thereby to engage Father 
Luke Buiſſet before-Mention'd, and me, to put more 
confidence in him : For he had quickly” obſerv'd 
from- our - ordinary Converſation, that the Flemins, 
and ſeveral other Nations, are prone to be” jealous of 
the Normans, I am ſenſible that there are. Men of 
Honour and' Probity in” Normandy, as well as*elſe- 
where z': but :nevertheleſs ' it is certain, that” other 
Nations are generally more free, and leſs fly and in- 
triguing, than the Inhabitants of that Province of 
France. © | 7 ; 

This Fort” Frontenac hes to the Northward of this 
Lake,/ near to'its Mouth, where it diſcharges ir elf ; 
and'is fituated-in a Peninſula, of which the- T#hmu 
is diggd into a Ditch. On' the other ſide,” #t-has 
partly:the Brink of the Lake ſurrounding it, partly a 
pretty ſort of a natural Mould, - where all manner 
of Ships may ride ſafely. | 6 IT 

The Situation of this Fort is fo advantageous, "that 
they can eaſily prevent the Sallies and Returns of the 
Troqueſe'; and in the ſpace of Twenty four Hours, 
can'wage War with them in the Heart of their own 
Country. This is eaſily compaſs'd by the help of 
their Barques, of which I ſaw Three all deck'd and 
mounted, at my laſt departure thence. With theſe 
Barques, 1n a very little time, they can convey them- 
ſelves to the'South-fids of the Lake, and pillage (i 
ic-be needful) the Country of the T/onnontouaris, who 
mare the moſt numerous of all the Provinces-'of the 
Ircqneſe. They manure a great deal of' Ground for 
ſowing their dia» Corn in, ' of which they reap 
ordinarily 'in one Harveſt as much as ſerves *em for 
two'Years : Then they Pat it into Caves digg'd in 
the Earth, and cover'd after fuch a manner; that no 
Rain can come at 1t. Ee popes 
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The Ground which lies along the Brink of this 
Lake is very fertile : In the 'ſpace of two Years and 
a half that I reſided there. in diſcharge-of my A24/- 
fin, they cultivated more than a hundred. Acres of 
it... Both the Idian and European Corn, Pulſe, Pot- 
Herbs, Gourds, and Water-Melons, throve very well. 

' It is true indeed, that at firſt the Corn was much 
ſpoil'd by Graſhoppers ; but this is a thing that hap- 
pens-in all the Parts of Ganada at the firſt cultivatin 
the Ground, by reaſon of the extream- Humidity o 
all 'that, Country. The firſt Planters we ſent thi- 
ther, -bred: up Poultry there, and tranſported. with 
them Horned Beafts,*which multiply'd there extream- 
ly. i They have ſtately Trees, fit - for | building of 
Houſes or Ships. Their Winter is by three Months 
ſhorter. than. at Canada. In fine, we have all the 
reaſon. w hope, that e&'re long, a conſiderable Colo- 
ny will be ſettled in that Place. When TI undertook 
my. great Voyage, 1 left' there about Fifteen or Six- 
teen Families together, with Father Luke Buiſſet a 
Recollet, with whom TI had us'd to adminiſter the Sa- 

WM craments in the Chapel of that Fort. 

| While the Brink of the Lake was frozen, I walk'd 
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, upon: the Ice to an Iroqueſe Village, call'd Ganneoyſe, 
{W- near-to Kew?, about nine Leagues off the Fort, in 
| (company. of the Sieur de /2a Salle above-mention'd. 
cM Theſe. Savages preſented us with the Fleſh of Elks 
and Porcupines, which we fed upon. After having 
'difcoursd them ſome time, we return'd, bringing 
With us a conſiderable: number of the Natives, in or- 
. »der;;to_ form a little Village. of about Forty Cotta- 
es to be inhabited by them, lying betwixt the Fort 
- and our Houſe of Miflion. Thele Barbarians turn'd 
ls the Ground. for ſowing of I14jan Corn and Pulſe, 
of. which . we. gave, them ſome for their -Gardens. 


- We. likewiſe taught them, contrary, to their uſual 
cultom of eating, to feed upon Soupe, made with 
Pulſe and Herbs, as we did. 
4} C 2 Father 
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Father Lake and I made one Remark upon - their 
Language, that they pronounc'd no Labial Letters, 
ſuch as, B, P, M, F. We had the Apoſtolick- Creed, 
the Lord's Prayer, and our ordinary Litany,: trafhfla- 
ted into the Irequeſe- Language, which we caus'd them 
to get by heart, and- repeat: to their Children; and 
forc'd their Children to pronounce as we did, by 1in- 
culcating to.them the Labial Letters, and obliging 
*em to frequent converſe with - the Childrenof_ the 
Europeans that inhabited the Fort; ſo that they-mu- 
tually. taught one another their Mother-Languages ; 
which ſerv'd likewiſe to entertain a goud Correſpon- 
dence, with the Iroqueſe. | 

Theſe- Barbarians ſtay'd: always with us,” except 
when they went a hunting ; which was the - thing 
we were much concern'd about: for when they;went 
for five” or ſix Months ravaging through weir- vaſt 
huge Foreſts, and ſometimes Two hundred Leagues 
from their ordinary abode, they took. their whole 
Family along with them. And thus they liv'd to- 
gether, feeding upon the Fleſh of the wild :Beafts 
they kill'd with the Fire-Arms they us'd to receive of 
the Emropeans, in exchange of their Skins: - And it 
was impoſlible for any Miffionary to . follow them 
into theſe wild Defarts ; ſo that their Children being 
abſent all the ſeaſon of Hunting, forgot what we 
had inftill'd into them at Fort Frontenac. 

The Inhabitants of Canada towards Quebec, :Trox 
Rivieres, and the Iſle of -Aonreal, being. fiek of their 
long Winters ; and ſeeing thoſe of the. Franciſcan 
Order ſettle theniſelves at Frontenac, where the'Win- 
ter was three Months ſhorter, many of-*em reſoly'd 
to tranſport their Families thither, and reſide there. 
They repreſented to themſelves the Advantage-that 
ſhould accrue to them, by having the Sacraments ad- 
miniftred, and their Children educated by us, and 
that for nothing ; for we ordinarily took no Compen- 
ſation for the Inſtruction we gave. 

There 
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Thete have always been ſome ſort of People who 
endeavour'd 'to-render themſelves Maſters'of' Canada, 
and become Arbiters' and Judges over all the'Settle- 


| rents: there ; for the compaſling. of which Deſign, . 
they left no means untry'd.. They attributed to them- 


ſelves the Glory of all the Good Succeſs that was had 
there : "They diſpers'd their Miffionaries over all the 
Country, and endeavour'd to obſtruct all our Deſigns 
at Fort Frontenac, In fine, they oblig'd/ our Recollers 
to remove thence by the help of the Marquiſs de Be- 
nonville, the then Governour of Canada, whom they 
had wheedled into their Intereſts, and who had ſuf- 
ferd/himſelf to be impos'd- upon by the' Artifices of 
theſe'Men. By | 1s 
I"-hope, that ſome time or other God will re-eſta- 
bliſh our poor Monks in that Place ; for their Deſigns 


| werealways innocent and good ; and they-could ne- 


ver have been made to retire thence, without doing 
them Injuſtice. God leaves nothing unpuniſh'd':'The 


| Day/fhall come when he ſhall take Vengeance on 


thoſe 'who did this Injury. I heard ſome time apo, 
that the Troqueſe, who wage continual War with the 
French of Canada, have ſeiz'd the Fort of Catarockouy ;; 
as alfo that the cruel Savages did ſmoak in their Pipes 


 fomeiof the Fingers of thoſe who had procur'd the de- 


parture-of our poor Recollers from that Fort ; and that 
the preſent Inhabitants of Canada have upbraided thoſe 
who were the Authors of that Injuſtice, with it.

The Lake Ontario receiv'd the Name of the Lake 
" Frontenac, from the Illuftrious Count de. Frontenac, 
, Governour-General of Canada. All the World is 
acquainted with the Merit and Vertue of that No- 
ble Perſon : It is likewiſe well known, how anci- 
ent that Family is from which he is deſcended, 
and what,a glorious Train of Illuſtrious Anceſtors 
went before him,, who were always thought worthy 
of the moſt weighty: Employments both Civil and 
Military.! His Family was always inviolably firm to 
the Intereſts of their Sovereign , even in the moſt 
perplex'd Times : Nay, I may ſay upon this occafi- 
on, without giving Offence to the other Governours 
of Canada, that have either preceded , or are to ſuc- 
ceed him, That this Country was never _govern'd 
with fo much Wiſdom, Moderation, and Equity, as 


by the Count de Frontenac. 


I know very well, that thoſe Men who aſpire 
to be Maſters over all , have endeavour to blacken 
his Reputation, to eclipſe his Glory, and render him 
ſuſpected. But T'am bound to ſay, to the Praiſe of 
thac Tlluſtrious Nobleman , "That for all the Ten 
Years he liv'd in that Country, he was a Father to 
the Poor ; a Protector to thoſe that were in danger 
of being oppreſs'd ; nay, in ſhort, his Converſation 
was a perfect Model of Vertue and Picty. Thoſe of his 
 Countrymen who were ſtirr'd up againſt him, by an 
Effect of their natural Levity and Pickleneſs, had 

the Mortification to ſee him re-eſtabliſh'd in that 
very ſame Government, of which their Calumnies 
and malignant Intrigues had endeavour'd. co diſpoſleſs 
him. They had engag'd the Intendant of Cheſneas 
in the ſame Combination, having over-reach'd him 


by their cunning Artifices. 


Yet notwithſtanding all 


theſe unjuſt Cenſures, I came to underſtand of late, 


that they regret much the want of- that Illuſtrious 


Count. 
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It was therefore in Honour of this Worthy, Count, + 
that they gave to the Lake the Name of Frontenac, in 
order to perpetuate his Memory in that Country. 
This Lake is Eighty Leagues long,” and Twenty five 
Leagues;broad/: It abounds with Fiſhes, is deep, and 
navigable all over. The Five Cantons, or Diſtricts, 


_ of the Iroqueſe, do inhabit for the moſt part the South- 


ſide of -this Lake, viz. the Gamniegez, or Apniez, (the 
nigheſt Neighbours to ' New-Holland , or New-York) 
the Onnontagues, or thoſe who live in the Mountains, 


-who are the moſt Warlike People of all that Nation ; 


the Onneiouts and T/omontouans the moſt populous of 
them all, There are likewiſe on the South-ſids of 


_ the Lake, theſe Iroqueſe Villages, wiz. Tejajagon, Kenre, 


and Ganneouſſe, which 1s not diſtant from Fronterac 
above Nine Leagues. 

The great River of S:. Laurence derives its Source from 
the Lake Ontario, which is likewiſe call'd in the Iroqueſe 
Language, Skanadario z that is to fay, a very pretty 
Lake. It ſprings likewiſe partly from the Lakes that are 
higher up in the Country, as we ſhall have occaſion 
to obſerve afterwards. | 
This Lake Orrariois of an Oval Figure, and extends 
it ſelf from Eaſt to Weft. Tts Water is freſh and 
{weet, and very pleaſant to drink ; the Lands which 
border upon it being likewiſe very fertile. - Ic 
Is very navigable, and can receive large Veſ- 


\ ſek;: Only in Winter it is more difficult, becauſe of 


the outrageous Winds which are frequent there. From 
this Lake one may go by Barques, or by greater Veſ- 
ſels to the foot of a great Rock that is about two 
Leagues off the Fall of the River Niagara, which I.

Etwixt the Lake Ontario and Erie, there is a vaſt 
and prodigious Cadence of Water which falls 
down after a ſurprizing and aſtoniſhing manner, - in- WW a; 
ſomuch that the Univerſe does not afford. its MW 
Parallel. *Tis true, Italy and Swedeland boaſt of ſome I 
ſuch Things ; but we may well ſay they are but ſor- Il 51 
ry Patterns, when compar'd to this of which we WW [o 
now ſpeak. At the foot of this horrible Precipice, WR 
we meet with the River Niagara, which is not if y: 
above half a quarter of a League broad, but is Ml m 
wonderfully deep in ſome places.

Beaſts while endeavouring to paſs it to feed on the MW w 
other ſide, they not being able to withſtand the force Il fr.

an. outrageous Noiſe, more terrible than that of WW

The River Nzagara having thrown it ſelf down IF Ell 
this incredible Precipice , . continues its impetuous Wiw: 
courſe for two Leagues together, to the great Rock Ii the 
aboye-mentiond, with an inexpreſſible Rapidity : Want 
But having paſs'd that, its Impetuoſity relenes, gt We

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ding along more gently for two Leagues, till it ar- 
dyes at the Lake Ontario or Frontenac. 

Any Barque or greater Veſlel may paſs from the 
WFort to the foot of this huge Rock above-mention'd. 
This Rock lies to the Weſtward, and is cut off from 
the Land by the River Njagara, about two Leagues 
farther down than the great Fall ; for which two 
[Leagues the People are oblig'd to carry their Goods 
-over-land ; but the way is very good, and the Trees 
are but few, and they chiefly Firrs and Oaks. 
"From the great Fall unto this Rock, which is to 
*the Weſt of the River, the two Brinks of it are fo 

rodigious high, that it would make one tremble to 
ook ſteadily upon the Water, rolling along with a 
Rapidity not to be imagin'd. Were it not for this 
vaſt Cataract, which interrupts Navigation , they 
might fail with Barks or greater Veſſels, above Four 
hundred and fifty Leagues further,. croſs the. Lake of 
Hurons, and up to the farther end of the Lake Ilinozs ; 
which two Lakes we may well fay are 'little Seas of 
freſh Water. : 

Sieur de Ia Salle had a defign to have built a Fort at 
the Mouth' of the River Niagara; and might eaſily 
have compaſs'd it , had he known how to have kept 
himſelf within bounds, and to be confin'd there for 
one Year. His deſign was to curb and keep under 
the Iroqueſe, and eſpecially the Tjonnontouans; who are 
J the moſt numerous People, and the moſt*piven to 

War of that all Nation. In ſhort, ſuch a Fort as this 
"5g eaſily have interrupted the Commerce betwixt 
theſe People and the Engliſh and Dutch in New-York. 
Their Cuſtom is to carry to New-York the Skins of . 
Elks, Beavers, and ſeveral ſorts of Beafts, which they 
hunt and ſeek after ſome 2 or 3o0o Leagues from 
their own home. Now they being oblig'd to paſs 
and repaſs near to this Mouth of the River Niagara, 
we might eaſily ſtop them by fair means in time of

A Deſcription of the Lake Eric. 


H E TIroqueſe give to this Lake the:'Name of Er: 
Tejocharontiong, which extends it ſelf from Eali - 
to Welt perhaps a hundred ' and forty Leagues inlſ - 
Length. But no Emropean.has ever ſurvey'd. it all; 
only. I and thoſe who accompany'd me in this Diſco-lfl 
very; have view'd the greater Part of it,. with a Veliſſl y 
ſe1' of Sixty Tun' burden, which we caus'd to be x 
made on purpoſe, about two Leagues above the fore- 
mention'd Fall of N;agara, as I ſhall have occaſion tof 
obferve more largely hereafter. | 
'This Lake. Erie, or Tejocharontiong, encloſes on its 
Southern Bank a [Tract of Land as large as:the King- 
dony.of - France. It divides it elf, at a certain place 
ito two Chanels, becauſe of a. great Iſland enclosd 
betwixt them : Thus continuing its courſe for fourteen 
Leagues, 
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Leagues, it falls into the Lake Qutariv, or Frontenac, 
and this is that which they call the River Niagara. 
I Berwixt the Lake Erie and Hwon, there is almoſt 
"IWftch another Streight thirty Leagues' long, which is 
Wof an equal breadth almoſt all over, except in the 
"middle, that it enlarges it {elf by help of another 
Wake, far leſs than any of the reſt, which. is of a 
circular Form about ſix Leagues over, according to 
the Obſervation of our Pilot. We gave it the Name 
of Lake S7. Claire, though the Hom who. pa, over 
it frequently when they are upon Warlike Expediti- 
ons, call it O:f# Keta, The Country: which borders -

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CHAFP. IX 
A Deſcription of the Lake Huron. 


HE Lake Huron was fo calld by the People of 
IL Canada, becauſe the Savage Hurons, who inha- 
dited the adjacent Country, us&to have-their Hair 
fo burn'd, that their Head reſembled the Head of a 
Wild:Boar. The Savages themſelves call- it the Lake 
= Xoregnondy. Heretofore the Hurons liv'd near this Lake, 
but they have been in a great meaſure deſtroy'd by the 
Iroqueſe, | :

T Remain'd Two Years and a half at Fort Fronts 
 fenac, till I ſaw the Houſe of AM/jon finiſh'd, that 
Father, Luke Buiſſet and” T had caus'd to be built there, 
This engag'd us in Travels, which infeparably at- 
tend New-Eſtabliſhments. Accordingly we went in 
a Canqu down the River St. : Laurence 3 and after 1 
Hundred and twenty Leagues failing, . arriv'd at 
Ouebec, where T retir'd into the Reco/lets Convent of 
St. Mary, in,order to'prepare and fanctifie my ell 
for commencing our Diſcovery. 
And indeed I muſt frankly own, ' that when at 
the foot of the Croſs IT penfively confider'd this im: 
pottant Miſtion, weighing it in the Scales of Hu 
mane Reaſon, and meaſuring the-weight of its Dit- 
ficulties by Humane Force, it ſeer'd. altogether 4 
terrible, as wellas a raſh and inconſiderate Attempt 
But when. I look'd up to G OD, and-.view'd it as 
an effe&t' of his Goodneſs, in chuſing me for fo 
great a Work, and as his Commandment directec

[me : Theſe Thoughts, I ſay, preſently inſpir d me 
with 'Courage' and Reſolution to undertake this 
Diſcovery, with all che Fidelity and Conftancy 
imaginable.

the further end of the Lake Ontario, calld by the 
Jroqueſe, Skamnadario.

We barter'd ſome I#dia» Corn with the Iroqueſe, 
who could not ſufficiently admire us, and came fre- 
quently. to. ſee us on board our Brigantine, which 
ar. our greater ſecurity, we had brought to an 
Anchor into a River, though before we could get 
in, we run. a ground three times, which oblig'd us 
to put Fourteen Men into Canou's, and caſt the Ba- 
laſt of our Ship over-board to get her off again. 
That River falls into the Lake ;-bur for fear of be- 


| ing frozen up therein, we were forc'd to cut the 
. Icewith Axes and other Inſtruments, 


The Wand turning then contrary, we were oblig'd 
to tarry there till the x5:h of December, 1678. when 
we faild from the Northern Coaſt to the Southern, 
where the River Niagara runs into the Lake ; but 
could.not reach it that Day, though it is but Fifteen 
or Sixteen Leagues diſtant, and therefore caſt Anchor 
within Five Leagues of the Shore, where we had ve- 
ry,bad.

18th, and 19th, we were buſie in making a Gabin 
with Palifadoes, to ſerve for,a Magazine; but the 
Ground was ſo frozen, that we were forced to throw 
ſeveral-times boiling water upon it to facilitate the 
beating inf and driving down the Stakes. The 2oth, 
21ſt,"*22d; and 23d, our Ship was in great danger to 


| be daſWd in pieces, by the vaſt pieces of Ice that were 


hurFd down the River ; to prevent which, our Car- 
penters made a Capſtane to hall her aſhore ; but our 
great Cable broke in three pieces; whereupon one of 
our Carpenters ſurrounded the Veſſel with a Cable, 
and ty'd to it ſeveral Ropes, whereby we got her a- 
ſhore, tho? with: much difficulty, and ſav'd her from 
the danger of being broke to pieces, or carried a- 
way" by the Ice , which came down with an ex- 
tream violence from the great Fall of Njagara.

Hm: thus travell'd above 300: Leagues from 
Quebec to the Lake Huron, notwithſtanding thi 
rapid Currents'and Lakes'we went through,” we cots 
tinwd our Voyage from the Mouth-of - this Laks, 
ſteering our Courſe North-North-Eaft ; but the neu 
day,finding our ſelves near the Land, we ſteer'd North 
North-Weſt, and croſs'd a Bay call'd Sakinam, whid 
-may-be-thirty Leagues broad. The 24th, we ru 
the fame Courſe, but were becalm'd between ſome 
Iſlands, where we found but two Fathoms Wat; 
which oblig'd us to make an eaſfie fail pare 'of the 
Night, to look for a good Anchorage, but in vain;

N the 2d of September we weigh'd Anchg 
and . ſail'd into the Lake of the Tins ; at 
came to an Iſland juſt at the Mouth of h 
Bay . of the Pans, lying about forty Leagues fra 
Miſſulimakinak : It is inhabited by ſome Savage ( 
the Nation call'd Poutouatam?s, with whom ſome. 
the Men VE /z Salle had fent the Year before, had by 
rerd a great quantity of Furrs and Skins. Wefoun 
our Men in the Iſland, who Began to be very imp 

tient, having ſo long waited our arrival. 
NS chief of that Nation had been formerly1 
: Canada, and had an extraordinary Reſpect for Cow 
Frontenac, who was Governour thereof ; and upt 
that account receiv'd us with all the civility imagins 
ble, and caus'd his Men to dance the Calumet, or Pip 
before us. This is a piece of Civility we ſhall & 
{cribe anon. Our Ship was riding in the Bay 
bout thirty Paces from the furthermoſt Point oft 
Land, at.a pretty good Anchorage, where we 
ſafely, notwithſtanding a violent Storra which Jail 
four Days. And upon this occaſion, T cannot offi 
without Injuſtice, the Generoſity. of that Brave Ci 
tain, who ſeeing our Ship old up by. the. Wa 
and not knowing it was able to reſiſt, ventur:d 
felf in his little: Canou, and came to our. afliſtang 
He had the good Luck to get ſafe on board, | 
tor 


told us he would at all times venture his Life, for 
ſaving the Children of Oo, Governour of Ca- 
nds, Who was his particular Friend. It muſt be ob-+ 
ferv'd,. that that' Governour 1s call'd Onnonrio by all 
the Savages. | 
""M. /a Salle, without asking any body's Advice, 
'eſolv'd to ſend back his Ship to Niagara, laden with 
'Furrs and Skins to diſcharge 'his Debts ; our Pilot 
and five Men with him were therefore ſent back, and 
order'd © to return with all imaginable ſpeed, to join 
"us toward the Sourthen Parts of the Lake, where 
we ſhould ſtay for them among the Iinois. They 
failed the 18th of September with a Weſterly Wind, 
{and fird:a Gun to take their leave. Tho” the Wind 
was favourable, it was never known what Courſe 
they ſteer'd, nor how they periſh'd ; for after all the 
'Enquiries we have been able to make, we could ne- 
ys learn any thing elſe but the following /Parti- 
culars. 
- The Ship came-to an Anchor to the North of 
\the Lake of the Nino, where ſhe was ſeen by ſome 
Savages, who told us that they adviſed our Men to 
Fail along the Coaſt, and .not towards the middle of 
the Lake, becauſe of the Sands that make the Navi- 
7 ig datigerous when there is any high Wind. Our. 
Pilot, as I ſaid before, was diflatisfy'd, and would, 
Neer as he pleas'd, without hearkning to the Advice 
' of the Savages, who, generally ſpeaking, have more 
| venſe than the Europeans think at firſt ; but the Ship 
 was' hardly a League from the Coaft, when it was 
"tol&d up by a violent Storm in ſuch a manner, thac 
Qur, Men were-never heard of ſince ; and it is ſup- 
-Þ& that the Ship ſtruct upon a Sand, and was there 
bury'd. This was a great loſs for M. /a' Salle and | 
| other Adventurers; for that Ship, with its Cargo, - 
"colt. aboye ſixty thouſand Livres. This will feem 
Mncredible to many, but not to-thoſe who will 'con-

WW E left the. Poutouatamis on the 19th of Sy 
- rember to continue our Voyage, being four: 
. teen Men in all, in four Canou's. - '1- had the Cons 
dud of the ſmalleſt, though it carry'd 500 Weight 
and two Men ; but my Fellow being newly come 
from Europe, and conſequently unskill'd to manage 
theſe fort of Boats, I had the whole trouble upon 
me in any ſtormy Weather. The other four Canoui 
were laden with a Smith's Forge, and Inſtruments, 
and Tools' for Carpefiters, Joyners; and Sawers, bs 
ſides our Goods and ' Arms. - Re Ole. 

We ſteer'd to the South towards the Continent, 
from which the Iſland of the Pourouatamis is near for: 
ty Leagues diſtant ; but about the middle © of the 
way, in the Night-time, we were ſurpriz'd witha 
ſudden Storm, whereby we were in” great 'danget, 
The Waves came into our Canou's'; and the: Nipht 
was ſo dark, that we had much ado to keep Com: 
-pany together : However , -we got- a-{hoar the 
next Day, where. we continu'd till the Lake grein 
calm again, which was four-Days after. In the 
mean time our Savage went a Hunting, but could 
kill nothing but a Porcupine, which made our Gours 
and Indian Corn more reliſhing. > 5M 


Jake of the Minis 3 but the Wind growing: too 
high for us,. we thought fit to land upon '4 Rock, 
| whete we had nothing to ſhelter our ſelves againſt 
the Snow and the'Rain but out Blankets. We- con- 
tnu'd-there ewo Days, having made a little: Fire 
with the Wood the Waves did ſupply us with. - The 
28th\ we proceeded on our Voyage ;: but the Wind 
forc'd us towards 'Night on' a Rock cover'd with 
thick Buſhes, where we remain'd three Days, and 
there made an end of all our Proviſions, which con- 
'fiſted of Gourds 'and Indian Corn we had brought 
from the Poutouatami's, Our Canou's were ſo loaded, 
that we could not provide our ſelves for: a longer 
tine, and'we expected to find proviſions enough in 
"We left that diſmal Place the 7/ of Odfober, and 
after twelve Leagues rowing, though faſting, came 
 toahother Villaſte 'of the Pontouatam?s, who eame 
- upon the Shoax to receive us : But M: 12 Salle would

White Marble ;. The Head is finely@oliſh' d, and the 
Quill, - which - is commonly. two Foot and. a half 
long ; is made of a- pretty. ſtrong Reed, or Cane, 
adorn'd with Feathers of all Colours, interlac d* with 
Locks of Womens Hair. They tie to it two Wing 
of the moſt . curious Birds they. find, which maks 
their Calumet not much unlike Mercury's Wand, or that 
Staff Ambaſſadors did formerly. carry when they 
went to. treat. of Peace. They. ſheath” that Red 
into the Neck . of Birds the 6 OY call Hyars, : which ate 
as big as our. Geeſe, . and ſpotted with Black and 
White ; - or. elſe of a fort wer Ducks who make their 
Nefts upon Trees, though Water be their ordinary 
| Haont,- and. whoſe Feathers. are. of many different 

+ Colours. | However, every Nation: adorns the. Cal 
ave as they think fit according to their own Genius: 
, i the Birghs, Ser. þ have in FRAY orgy: 
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Calan ” "All their Enterprizes, Delarations of War, or 
"Concluſion? of Peace, as well as all the reſt of their 
"Ceremonies, are ſealed, if I may be permitted to/ſay 
fo, with. this Calumer. They fill that Pipe with the 
' beſt Tobacco they have, and then preſent it to thoſe 
with whom they have concluded . any great Aﬀair, 
and ſmoak out of the ſame after them. I had cer- 
*tainly periſh'd in my Voyage; had it not been for 
"this Calumet or Pipe, as the Reader will obſerve' in 
;peruſing the following Account. . "LY 
*. Our three Men, provided -with this Pipe'as'a Pals, 
\-and very well Arm'd, went to the little Village of 
| the Savages, which was about three Leagues from 
| the place where we landed 3_ but they found no bo- 
| fy therein ; for the Savages having heard that" we 
had refus'd to land at the other Village, thought we 
were Enemies, and therefore had left their Habita- 
- tion, * Our Men finding no body in their Cabins, 
[took ſome. Indian Corn, and left in ſtead of it ſome 
| Goods, to let them ſee that' we/were no Robbers, 
* ,nor their Enemies. However, the Savages, to the 
| ,number of twenty Men, arm'd with Axes, ſmall 
» Guns, Bows, and a ſort of Club, which: in' their 
| Language they call Break-beads, advanc'd near the 
| [Place where we ſtood 3 whereupon M. 14 Sale, with 
four Men very well arm'd, went toward them 'to 
tpeak with them, arid defir'd them to come near. us, 
or fear, as he ſaid, a Party of our Men, who wete 
| [tn a Hunting, ſhould meet with' them and kill 
| them. "They were perſuaded to fit down at the foot 


of che Eminence where we were poſted; and'Mi% 
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their hr and advantage, as he' cold rhem: Th 
was only to amuſe them ill our three Met returif i 
who appearing with the Calumer of Peace, he's b 
 vages made a great Shout, arid roſe, anf®begani 
. dance, We made them ſome Excuſe beciuſe © 
Men having taken ſome of their Corn, - and 
them they had left the. true Value of it in Goo 
-which they took ſo well, that they ſent itmediarzh 
for more; and gave us the next Day as much as " 
could conveniently carry in our Canou's, ' The 
retir'd WO: the Evening ; and M. /4'$i 
order d ſome Trees to be cut down, and lil 
croſs the way, to prevent any Surprize” from th 
Savages: 
The next Morning about ten a Clock, the Olde 
of. them came to us with their Calumet of Peace, and 
eqrnun's us — ſome wild Goars they hat 
taken. We return'd them our Thanks, and: pe. 
ſented them with fome Axes, Knives, atid ſevetal 
little Toys for their MS, with which they wett 
very much pleas'd.

Fatigues of 
Rawing, .caus'd old Father Gabrie! to faint away in 
fich-a- manner, that I verily thought he could. not 
live; however, I brought him again:to his Senſes 
by.means of ſome Confedtion of Hyacinth, which

we provided our ſelves for ſeveral —_— un 
| bb embark'd again. On the r8th we:came to th 
farther end of. the Lake, where we landed; Qu 
Men were. immediately ſent to view the .Couny 
round about that Place, and found a great -quantiy 
of ripe Grapes, each Grain :of which was as bigg 
a Damaſcen : We felFd ſeveral Trees to-gather thay 
and” made -pretty good Wine, which we kept.ig 
Gaaith, and -bury's in Sand to prevent its growing 
four. ,- All che Trees in that Country are loaded wit 
Vines, which, if cultivated, would make -as goo 
Wine as any in Europe. That Fruit was mores

Our Mer diſcover'd ſome freſh Prints-of Men 
Feet, which oblig'd us 'to ftand upon our -Guard 
without making any Noiſe till we had refted ſony 
time, That Order was not long obſerv'd ;- for ons 
of 'our Men - having eſpy'd a+ Bear upon a.

\ bins. ,M. 1a Salle was very angry with him, and 
avoid any Surprize, pur a Sentinal near our Canouy 
under which we had put our Goods to ſhelter 'em:

"We ſeem'd to be faristy'd with their Reaſons, and 
gaye leave to four of them only to come to us, 'tel- 
ling chem that we would not ſuffer a great number 
becauſe their Youth was addicted to ſteal; ad that 
our Men could' not ſuffer it. Four old Men'came 
tous, whom we entertain'd: till Day, -and then they 
retir'd.” "After they were gone, we found we had 
been robb'd ; and knowing the Genius of the Sa- 
vages, and- that if we did ſuffer this Aﬀront, we 
Thould” be expos'd every Night to their Inſults ; it 
was refolv'd+to | exact Satisfaction from them : Ac- 
cordingly M. /z Salle went abroad with, ſome of our 
Men, to endeavour to take ſome of them Priſoners ; 
and having diſcover'd one of their Hunters, he ſeiz'd 
him, and examin'd him concerning the Robbery they 
hadcommitted : He confefs'd the Fac, with all the 
Circumſtances ; whereupon he left him'to the cuſto- 
dy. of two Men ; and advancing farther into the 
Country, "took another, whom he brought along 
with” him, and having ſhew'dhim his Companion, 
nt him back to tell their Captain, That he would 
Kill him, unleG they return'd what they had robb'd.

\ veſted to the Savages, in order to oblige us'to gift 
over” our Enterprize ; or elſe that it was a Cot 
trivance of the.

- laid one uporr the other ;'and'prepar'd-a great; Num 
ber. of 'Stakes of about twenty five: Foot Jong, t0 
drive into the Ground, to make our: Fort'/the mon 

We-imploy'd the 
JF whole Month of November about that: Work; whit 
: was very hard, though we had 'no-other-Food bilt 
the 'Bears-fleſh our Savage' kild.” Thoſe" Beaſts at

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Being too fat and luſhious, our Men began to be

 andit-was but unwillingly that they. continu'd-their._. 
Work. This together with the approach of the-Win- 
ter,- and-the apprehenſion': M.' 1a Salle, had.. that his 
Ship was loſt, made him very melancholy, though 
| WW he'congeal'd it as much as he. could.. : We-bad ;made 
WW a Cabinz wherein we perform'd Divine;Seryice eve- 
ry Sunday, and Father Gabriel: and I, who preach'd 
| alternatively, took care to. take ſuch Texts as were 
ſuitable"to our preſent-Circumſtances; -and-fit-to in- 
ſpire-us with Courage, Concord, and brotheyly Love. 
{ Our Exhortations produc'd a very good Effet, and 
hindred eur;:Men from deſerting, as they deſign'd. 

We ſounded in the mean time, the Mouth of the 
River, and having found a Sand on which our Ship - 
mightitrike, we fix'd two great poſts therein,to which 
we faltned Bear-Skins as ; fo many Buoys. to dire& 
. the-Courſe: of our Ship through the Channel ſhe 
ought/'to paſs ;, and- for a. greater Precaution, .. two 
Men were ſent back to 1M;/uvimakinak, to. wait there 
till the-return of our Ship, and ſerve as Pilots. 

'The 20th.of November M. Tont; arriv'd: with two 
Canou's laden-with Stags and Deers, which':was a 
welcom:Refreſhment. to our Men, but he did not 
bring above! half of our Men with him, the reſt be- 
ing left- on the other ſide of the Lake, within three 
Days Journey from our Fort.. .; M. 1 Salle was very 

angry with--him upon that Account, being afraid

\ They. told jus that our Ship had not put into the

They promis'd Wonders; but M. /a Salle knowing 
their Tnconſtancy, and difſembling the Vexation their 
want of Courage and Reſolution caus'd him, -reſoly' 
to prevent-any fatther Subornation, and to-leave the. 
Camp 'of' the Tiimeis ; but left his Men ſhould nat 
conſent to it, he call'd them together and told chem 
we were not ſafe among the ins, and that perhays 
the Iroqueſe would comein a little time toattack them; 


and that theſe being not able to reſiſt, they were like

Spring. M. 1a Salle improving this fair Seaſon, &- 
ſir'd me to go down the River with him to chooſe x: 
- Place fit to build our Fort. Aﬀter havingview'd the: 
Country we piccti'd upon.an Eminence on the Bank 
of the River, defended on that ſide by the River; and 
on two others by two Ditches the Rains had made 
very deep by ſucceflion of Time; fo that it was ac 
ceſlible only by: one way'; therefore we caſt a Line 
to joyn thoſe two natural Ditches, and made the 
Eminence fteep. on every ſide; ſupporting the Earth 
with great. pieces of Timber. We made a haſty 
Lodgment thereupon, to be ready to defend. us in 
caſe the: Savages would obſtruct 'the building of ow 
Fort ; but no body offering to diſturb us, we went 
on diligently with our work. Fathers Gabriel, Zenily, 
and T, made in the mean time a Cabin of Plank), 
wherein.our Workmen came to Prayers every Morn-

One ' of them, who was a (good 
Runner, arriv'd at the Village before us, and” came 
to the Shoar with the Women and Children o're? 
ceive us, which they did even with more Civility than 
they had expreſs'd the firſt time: Our Men ſuſpeted 
that this was' only to get our Commodiries, which 
they admir'd ; but they are certainly a.goodort of 
People 5 and inſtead of deſerving the Name'of' a 


Barbarous Nation, as the Europeans call all the' Na- 


tives of America, 'T think they have more' Humanity» | 
than many Natives of Emoje, who pretend to be. 
very civil and affable to Strangers.

Arrow, | 
a Bow, and ſome ſorry Skin or-other, which uſually 
ſerves two. of them for a Coverlet. The Night 
were ſharp as yet for the Seaſon, by reaſon of our 
advancing {till Northwards ; ſo that at Night "was 
” neceſlary to keep our ſelves as warm as we could. 
ST Our Conductors obſerving that we did not make 
fo much way as tiemſelves, . order'd three of their 
«Warriours to, go aboard us. One ſeated himſelf an 
my Left, the other two behind the Men, to help 
them to row, that we might make the more haſte, 
The Barbarians. ſometimes row no lels than thirty 
ues a day, when they are in haſte to take the 
Field, and deſign to ſurprize their Enemies. Thol WM 
who took us were of divers Villages, and as much W 
divided in their Sentiments, in regard of us. Every 
Evening 'twas our pgculiar Care to plant our Cabin 
near the young Chief, who had taken Tobacco in

FJ. rica, the Savages. of. the North and the South

Earth; eſpecially thoſe. that have no. Commerce with 
the Europeans, and can procure no Caldrons or ©6+ 
ther Utenſils: Inſtead of Hatchets and Knives, they 
make uſe of ſharp Stones, which they tie with 
Thongs of: Leather in the end of a cleft Stick. In- 


ftead of Awls, they. make uſe of a certain ſharp 
Bone, which is above the Heel of the Elk : They have 
no Fire-Arms, but only make uſe of Bows and Ar- 
rows. aaa X rt 

For to make-Fire ina new manner, new, and quite 
unknown. to us, they take a Triangle of Cedar 
Wood, of a foot and half, in which they make ſome 
Holes of a ſmall depth: After they take a-Switch or 
little. Stick. of, hard Wood ; they twirl. it between 
both their Hands in, the Hole, and by the quick Mo- 
tion, produce a kind of Duſt or Meal, which is con- 
verted into Fire; after they pour out this white Pou- 
der upona Bunch of dried Herbs,and rubbing altoge- 
ther, and blowing upon this Pouder, which is upon 
the Herbs, the Fire blazes in a moment. eee 
- When they would make Platters, or wooden 
dans, or Porringers, they.drill their Wood with 
their ſtone Hatchets, and hollow. it with Fire, and 
9 after ſcrape .it, and poliſh it with .a ,Beyer's

a Fire of Counſel, as to aſſemble to conſult. The 
eighth Preſent was to deſirea Union of their Natjon 
with the Canadinsz. and then they offered a- great 
Chain of Sea Purple, with ten Robes of Bever and 
Elk, to confirm all they had ſaid. 246% 
- Wharſoever, purpoſe was made at 2uchec to puniſh 
the Murderers, .to prevent the like Miſchiefs 'E the

One of theſe Maſter-Juglers, who paſſed for a Wi-.. 
zard and Conjurer among them, made a Cabin be e« 
rected with ten great Stakes well fix'd in the Ground, 
He made a dreadful Noiſe about confulting the Spj- 
Tits, toknow if there would quickly fall abundance 
of 'Snow, for the better hunting of Elks and Bevers,, 
This famous Jugler cried out all on a ſudden, that he 
faw great.ſtore of Elks which were at a diſtance, but 
that they were coming within ſeven or eight Leagues 
of their Cabins. This made theſe Poor People re- 
Jotce exceedingly. 


Is to be obſerv'd that when the Jugler;or pretend- | 
a ed Prophet, miſſes the mark, they have no leſs eſteem 


for him; it's ſufficient that he hath, gueſſed right three 
or four times, to gain him a laſting Reputation. 1 
told them that the great Maſter of Heaven, who go- 
verns all things, ought anly to be addrefled in our 
Petitions arid Neceſlities. They'anſwered-me that they 
knew him not, and that they would be glad to know 
whether. he-could ſend them Elks and Bevers; 
blind are theſe People. I told them once that we Eu- 
ropeans knew how all things were made,and by whom. 
They told me that if I would go and live with them, 
they would ſend their Children to be. inſtrugced. 
Theſe Sentiments of the Savages let us ſee, thar the 
Freateſt good that can'be done among them, 1s to

We had ſome Knives, but they were of 
a9 uſe to us for want of Bread to cut. Except in the 
time of the great Hunting, and cerzain Seaſons of the. 
| Year, Fleſh-meat was ſo ſcarce that we.were oft ſix 
Weeks, or two Months, without. eating. any, unleſs 
itwere a morſel of,a wild Dog, or ſome piece. of a 
| Year, or Fox, which the Savages gave us at their

--Qur common Food was the ſame with the Savages,

'We were forced to read and write by the light of the 
Fire in Winter, -which was very inconvenient; 


While- we were at the Fort of Frontenac, about 


ſixſcore Leagues from 2ucbec towards the South, we 
- made up a little Garden, and paled it in to keep out 
the Savage Children » Peas, Herbs, and whatſoever 
Pulſe'we ſowed there, grew-extremely well. Wehad 
had great ſtore, if we had had proper Tools to work

- I have often 
heard ſay, that when a Prieft of St. Swulpitius, '# Je- 
fait, or any other Ecclefiaſtick of Canada, asked them 
how it happend that they gave them no ſhare of their 
. Game, as they were wont to give the naked Feet ? 
They anſwered, that our- Recolets livid in common as 
they did, and that they'took no Recompence of all 
the Preſents that they made them : That they nei- 
ther took Furs, of which all the Enropeans are {o 
greedy, .nor any other Recompence, - for all that our ' 
Religious did for them.. This ſhews,. that one muſt 
begin by the Animal partwith thoſe People, and af- 
ter proceed to the Spiritual. And that if, as'in the. 
Primitive Church, the Chriſtians of this Age were of 
one. Heart, and one Soul, and wholly diſintereſſed, 
without doubt this Nation would he eaſter converted. 
Jes true, that while I was a Miffioner at Fort Fron- 
tenac, among, the [roquois, and that the Jeſuits were

"Doings nothing appears but Barbarity, without any 
1ign-or mark of Religion. All the Proof they can 
give,'1s, that like Tdols they afſiſt at our Myſteries 
and-Inftructions : for the reſt we may ſee them indif. 
ferent, without diſcovering any Faith or Spirit of Re. 
ligion. -It may be called rather an effe& of their Cy- 
rioſity : Some of them come upon the account of In. 
tereſt,” others upon a Motive of Fear, or ſome parti- 
cular Eſteem they have for the Perſon of ſome Millio- 
ner, whom they often regard as a conſiderable Chief. 
All therefore that can be done, is to draw out of 
the Wogds ſome Families which ſhew the moſt Doci- 
lity, and to difpoſe them to ſettle in ſome inhabited 
Place. There are two Villages in the Neighbour. 
hood of Quebec, and two other higher up upon the 
River” of St. Zawrence, near Mont-royal, . which arc 
ſeparated from the Commerce of the Europeans. It's 
therefore in thoſe Parts that the Church of the'$a- 
vages is to be found. Fho their Language as well as 
Manners are altogether ſavage, yet for all that thoſe 
Neophytes are kept in their Devoir. Great pals 1s 
taken''to educate them in Piety, yet not. much is 
gain*d- upon their Spirit. There are ſome that arc 
Chriſtians in good earneſt; but there are many entire 
Families who eſcape from the Miſſioners after haying 
abode with them ten or twelve Years, and returq to 
the Woods to their firſt mode of living. Wm 
It may be reply'd by Come, that we ſee many Chriſ- 
tians in Europe ſwerve from their Duty, and diſgrace 
their Character by. a Libertine Condu& ; but we do 
not diſcourſe here of the Corruption of the Manners 
of the Savages, but of their adheſion to Chriſtianity:

-.The Engliſh found a Bark, which they made uſe 
of to land 20 Souldiers: Theſe were ſent to ſeize up- 
on. Cape Tourment, ſo called, hecauſe of the danger 
the Ships are in. there during the Tempeſts, which 
are-more frequent here than in any part of the River. 
T woSavazes who lived among the Evropeans having 
diſcovered them, gave advice to Cyebec, which is but 
abeut ſeven or eight Leagues from the Cape. | 
Monſieur Champlin, who was Governour of that 
City, entreated Father Foſeph Caron, Suneriour of 
the Reeolets, to go near the Engliſh Fleet in a Canoo of 
Bark, to know the Truth. The Advice was but too 
true. . He found it confirm'd abour five Leagues from 
Quebec, and had no other time but preſently to run 
a ſhoar, and ſave himielf in the Woods. The two 
Religious we had at Cape Tourment came by Land to 
Qitebec, with the Sieur Fancher, who was Comman- 
dant there, to give an account. of :the taking of Cape 
Tourment.

Foſeph Caron, endeavoured to do the beſt ſervice he. - 
could: to his. Benefaor. As ſoon. therefore as he 
conld make his Eſcape from the Engliſh, he repre- 
ſented to Father Joſeph, that if the Enemy did the 
ſame at ,2uebec they had done at Cape Te ourment, the 
Savages would find no Retreat any. more for their 
Comfort during Winter.: I beg of you Father, ſays 
this Savage, that you would be pleaſed to let two or 
three of your Friars. go along with me; they will 
fay Prayers for us, and inſtru& our Children, and 
thoſe of our Nation who have not as yet ſeen any 
Naked Feer, for ſo they call our Recolets : I'll ſap- 
port them; they ſhall be treated as my ſelf, and wel 
come from time to time to viſit you, _ | 
Father Joſeph hked well this Propoſition : the $3- 
vage took two along with him, which he led to a 
place where this Indian dwelt, who likewiſe begg'd 
p that Friar Gervaſe Molier, a Lay-brother, might be

Culture of the Ground, which is ſo fertile as to.af- 
ford' three Crops of: »4ian Corn every Year. They 
have abundance of ' Water-Melons , Citriuk', and 
Gourds. When they have fown their Cotn, they 
goa Huntng for Wild Bulls , whoſe Fleſh they-car, 
and- the Skin ferves for their Coverings ,: havitg 
dref{s'd the fame with a fort of Earth, which ſerves 
alfo to dye them. ” They have Axes and Knives 
: from the French and Spaniards, in exchange of their 
—'Beavers, and Skins of Wild Goats. ' Thoſe wholive 
near the Sea have ſome Fire-Arms.  - 
+ 'Fhe: Mifi/5pi has' few 'Windings and Turnings, 
and runs dire&y to the South., and having follow'd 
ies Courſe till the 33* Degree of Latitude, I re- 
folv'd. to return homme, ſeeing that River. did nor 
diſcharge it ſelf into Mar Yermejo, which we look'd 
for, as alſo becauſe the Spaniards obſerv'd our Moti- 
ons for fix Days together.

who being convinc'd of the Truth of the Chriſtian 
Religion, and preſſed by fome Miflionaries:to: ent- 
brace the Catholick, and by ſome Ergkſh Miniſters 
ro embrace Theirs, was in great perplexity. which 
\ of the two he ſhould chuſe;; for, as he: told me, 
theſe Men are very unlike the Apoſtles ; the former

__  %>Lhave ſeen in this Country abundance of Green 
\ . Parrots, bigger and finer than thoſe of our Iflands. 
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i|Nations'in the' Northern America. By 
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N the. 13th of May, 1673. I embark'd with 
M. Foliet , who was choſen to be our Di- 

rector in this Undertaking, and five other 
Frejch-men', in two Canows made of Barks of 
Trees, with ſome Indian Corn and boil'd ' Fleſh: for 
our Subſiltence. ' We had'taken care to get from the 
Savages all the Intelligence we could, concerning 
c<h&' Countries through which we'defign'd to travel, 
and” had drawn a Map of the fame, according to 
their Relation, in which 'we had mark'd the Rivers, 
and the Name of the Nations we were to meer, and 
the Rhombs of theWind-we were to make uſe of 
1n our: Journey. pogrldy = in = 

'The firſt Nation we met with, is call'd the Na- 
r10n of the Wild-Oats: T went'into their River to viſit 
that*People, to whom we have preach'd the Go- : 
{pet for ſeveral Years, and amongſt whom: there 
are”many good Chriſtians. The #44-Oars , from 
whith' they have got their Name, is a fort of Corn 
which grows naturally in the ſmall Rivers, the bot- 
tom whereof is Owzie, as alſo in marſhy Grounds. 
Ir is mach like our European Oats 3 the Stem is kniot- 
ted,” and grows about two Foot, above the Surface 
of the Water, The Corn is not bigger than ours, 
but it 1s twice. as Tong, and therefore it yields much 
more Meal: It. grows above the Water in” 7wne, 
and* the' Savages (gather it about Seprember in''thts 
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1er: They go in their, Canows into thoſe .R1 


ters, and as they go they ſhake the Ears of the'Corn'

Country, to diſcover the” 
remoteſt Nations, 'and teach them the Myſteries of 
our Holy Religion ; at which they 'were: mightily 
furpriz'd, and did their utmoſt co diflwade me 
from that Enterprize. They told me that I ſhoula 
meet ſome Nations who ſpare no Strangers, .whohu 
they. kill without any Provocation or Mercy ;. that 
the War. thoſe different Nations had one with ;the 
ether, ſhould daily expoſe. me ro be taken -by their 
Warriors , who are perpetually abroad to ſurprize 
their Enemies : - That the great River was exceed-. : 
ingly dangerous, and full of dreadful Monfters ,

-:'The Name-of this Bay ſounds better in the Lan- 
guage of the Savages than. in ours; for according 
to the. Word: they-make uſe of, one may call it'as 
well the Salted Bay, as the Stinking Bay ; for- they 
call the'Sea afcer'the ſame Name. This oblig'd' us 
'to enquire whether there were-in that Country any 
Salt Springs, as there is. 0ne among the Toqueſe ; but 
-we- could find none; and therefore- we think thac 
this Name was given to this Bay, becauſe of the 
go quantity of Mud and Owze that is there, 
om whence ſuch. Vapours ariſe, .that occaſion; the 
moſt dreadful Thunders that ever I heard in any 
"Country. ; SL 36-14 
This Bay is about thirty Leagues long, and-about 
eight broad, that is to fay in its greateſt breadth ; 
for it grows narrower, and forms a-Cone at'the ex- 
-rreinity.; where one may eaſily obſerve, that this 
Bay has its ſetled Tides juſt as the Sea, This is not 
2-proper place-to enquire whether the Flowing and 
\Ebbing £ the Water of this Bav, may. be properly 
-call'd:a Tide, or whether they are occaſion'd by 
the Winds, -which never, or very ſeldom fail to blow 
_ from the {ame Point upon the Moon's aſcending

"They are accounted "valiant Men amongſt their 
Neighbours; but are fo cunning, that they ſeldom

” Booty. They are apt to learn any thing, for they 
love to hear the Emuropear's Talk ; and Father Allouez 
told me, That they had ſuch a violent deſire to be 
_ Inftruced, .that they often diſturb'd his Reſt to ask 
Him Queltions abott what he had told: them the 
Day before. The Maskoutens and Kikabeux are more 
Clowniſh ; and there is as much difference between 
the Miamis and them , as between our Boors and 
Citizens. As the Rind of Birch-Trees/are ſcarce in 
this Country, they are oblig'd to make their Ca- 
bins with Ruſhes, which ſerve as well for covering 
the fame, as for Walls. It muft be own'd that 
theſe Cabins are very convenient ; for they take 
\ them down when they pleaſe, and carry them by 
{mall Parcels where-ever they will, without any tron-

.. "When I arriv'd there, I was very glad to ſee a 
great Croſs ſet up in the middle of the Village , 
adorn'd with ſeveral White Skins, Red Girdles, 
Bows and. Arrows , which that good People had 
offerd to the Great Manitou, to return him their 
Thanks for the care he had taken of them during 
the Winter, and that he had granted them a proſpe- 
rous Hunting. Manitou 1s the Name they give in ge- 
neral to all Spirits whom they think to ba above the 
Nature of Man. 

Their Village is ſituated ' on a Hill, from whence 
one may diſcover the largeſt Meadows in the World, 
adorn'd at certain diſtance with Groves and Woods. 
. The Soil is very fertile, and produces a great quan- 
tity of Indian Corn, They preſerve alſo Plums and 
Grapes. "hs | 
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F  Jeveral Countries mn America. Yor 
| As ſooh as we were arriv'd, M. Foliet and I deſir'd 
| the Eldeft of the Savages to meet us, and. Ltold 
"them that M.. Folie was: ſent. by the Governor:'of 
Canada to diſcover new Countries, and I from God 
Almighty to-teach them the Knowledge of. their 
- Creator, wha being abſolute Maſter of all his Creas 
| _fures, will have all Nations to know him 5 and that 
—therefore to comply with his Wiil,' I did not-value 
my Life, which I freely expos'd to all manner;of 
Dangers; Concluding, That we wanted two Guides 
- -to'put us in our Way, which we deſir'd them .to 
grant us. We enforc'd our Compliment with. ſome 
Beaſetits that were kindly, accepted by the Savages 
who- anſwer'd us likewiſe with a Prefeat, viz. a 
Mat, which was our Bed during our Voyage. They 
ranted -us alſo two Guides, | ro accompany us: for 
ſome Days. The next Day, being the 1oth. of Fane; 
the two Miamis who were.to condudt us, imbark'd 
with us in ſight of all the Inhabicants of the Village; 
| *who could not. admire enough that ſeven. Europeans 
ſhould venture upon ſo dangerous and extraordinary 
an Undertaking. | ol , 
- ,: We were inform. that within three Leapues of 
the Maskoutens, there was a River which | 
- Trans into the * Mifiſip:, and that we * Henepin calls 
were to go direQly. to the Weſt-South. it M:/chapi. 
| Well, to find it; but there are fomany  _ 
 . Moraſſes and-Lakes between it, thathad it not beett 
' for our Guide, we had never been able to. find -it;; . 
- and the River upon which we. row'd, to find_the 
Place we were to Land and carry our Canow into 
the other, was fo full of Wild-Oats, that it lookt ra- 
| ther like a Corn-Field than a River ; inſomuch that . 
we cou'd hardly difcover its Channel. As the 14:a- 
mis frequented this Place, they conducted us to 
the-uſual Place of Porrage, and help'd us to carry. 
' our Canqw over-land into the other River, diſtant 
from the former about two Miles and a half; from 
WE, _ whence 
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whence they return'd home, Taving os in an un- 
known Councry, having nothing to rely upon bit 
the Divine Providence. We made a Solemn Vow in 
this place, -and reſolv'd to uſe ſome particular Pray- 
ers every Day to the Blefſed Virgin, to recommend 
our Perions. and Enterprize to her Protedtion, and 
afterwards embark'd. | | 

- This River is call'd Meſconfn : Tt is very broad, 
but the Sands make its Navigation difficult ; and this 
Difficulty is increas'd by an infinite Number of Iſlands 
cover'd with Vines. The Country through whieh 
it flows is very fine ; the Groves diſpos'd at' cer- 
tain Diſtances in the Meadows , make a noble Pro- 
ſpe& z and the Fruit of the Trees diſcovers the Fer- 
tility of the Soil. Thoſe Groves are full of Wallnut- 
Trees, as alſo of Oaks, and of another ſort of Trees 
unknown to us in Emrepe ,- the Boughs whereof are 
arm'd with long Thorns. We ſaw'no other Game 
in thefe: Meadows but abundance” of Wild:Goats, 
and Wild-Bulls. Within thirty Leagues ' of this 
Place where we embark'd,, we found fome Iron- 
Mines; and one of our Company, who had for- 
merly ſeen ſuch Mines; told us that theſe were ex- 
traordinary good : They are not above three Foot 
deep, and are ſituate near a Row of Rocks , *the 
Foot whereof is cover'd with fine Woods.  Aﬀer 
having row'd ten Leagues further , that is, forty 
Leagues in all from the Place where we embark'd, 
we came into the- Mifiſip: on the 17th of Fre. 
The Mouth of the Me/cofin is about forty ewo De- 
grees ahd-a half of Lacitude. The Satisfaction Thad 
to ſee this famous River, is almoſt incredible; for 
though the Savages had often ſpoken' of: it' to'our 
Men,- none of them had been fo bold as'to venture 
fo far in this urknown Country. This oblig'd me 
'to-conſider this River 'wich a greater Attention than 
otherwiſe I wou'd have done, as the Reader will 
perceive in peruſing the following Account, 
/ ; + Oo 
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_ The 42iſifips is form'd. by 'feyeral Lakes .in..the 
- North-Country, from: whence it runs to-the South. 
Its Channel is pretty narrow at the Mouth of the 
Meſconfin , being ftreighten'd by a Row- of high 
_ Mountains. on . the other ſide. but however its © 
Stream is very gentle, becauſe of'its depth; for we 
found there nineteen Fathom Water. But a little 
below that Place, it enlarges ir felf, and is about 
three quarters of a League broad. Its: Banks ate 
very: fine ; but three Days after, we diſcover'd a 
, mach better Country. The Trees are higher, and 
the Iſlands fo. beautiful , that I verily. believe there 
is nothing like it in the World. The Meadows are 
cover'd with an infinite number of Wild-Goars and 
Bulls, and the River with Buſtards and Swans 
' without Wings, becauſe theif Feathers fall in this 
Country about that time.. We ſaw extraordinary 
Fiſhes, and one of them was ſo. big, that our Ca-- 
now was like to be broke into Pieces, becauſe it 
tun againſt it. We ſaw alſo a very. hideous Sea- 
; Monſter ; . his Head was like that of a 'Tyger ;-buc 
/ his Noſe was ſomewhat ſharper, and like a Wild- 
' Catz his Beard was long, his Ears ſtood upright, 
_ the Colour of his Head being Grey , -and. the 
Neck Black. He look'd. upon. us ſor ſome time; 
but as we-came near him, our Oars frighted him 
- away :, This is the only one we ſaw. We caught 
abundance of Sturgeons , and another fſort.of Fiſh. 
Tomewhat like our .Trouts, except that their Eyes 
and Noſe are mneh lefſer, and that they have 
\\near the Noſe a Bone like a Woman's. Busk; three 
Inches broad/, and a Footiand a half long , 'the 
End ;wherof - is flat and very broad , infomuch 
hat when they-leap out af the Water, the Weight 
of that Bone makes them tall : oppobge We ſaw 
alſo abundance of Turky-Cocks on the Banks of 
_ Ihe River. IR i720 
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The: P://kiovs, which we. call 3/71-Balls, are nor 
raach unlike ours ; they are not altogether ſo long, 
but. twice 'as big : We ſhot one, of them',: and 
thirteen Men had much ado to drag him from the 
Place: where. he fell. Their Head 'is of a prodi- 
gious bigneſs, their Forehead broad and flat, and 
their, Horns ( between which there is at leaſt a 
Foot anda half. diſtance) are all black, -and much 
longer than thoſe of our European Cattle. They 
' have a Bump on the Back ; and their Head, Breaſt, 
and part of the Shoulders, are.cover'd with long” 
Hair. They have in the middle of their Forehead 
an ugly Tuff of long Hair, which falling down 
"over their Eyes, blinds them 'in a manner, and 
makes -them look dreadful. The reft-of the Body 
1s. cover'd with curl'd Hair, or rather Wooll, like 
our Sheep , but much thicker and ruffer. 'Their 
Hair falls in Summer-time, and then their Skin is 
as ſoft as Velvet, nothing remaining but a kind of 
ſhort Down. The Savages make uſe of. their 
Skins for Gowns, which they paint with {ſeveral 
Colours. Their Fleſh and Fat is excellent,: and the 
beſt Diſh of the Savages, who delitroy abundance 
' of them, *thouph: they are very fierce and dange- 
rous; and if _—_ can but take a Man with their 
Horns , they tofs him up, and then tread upon 
him. The Savages hide themſelves when they have 
ſhot at them, for elſe they ſhou'd be in great dan- 
ger of their Lives, thoſe Beaſts, being fiercer when 
wounded ; they follow them'at certain diſtances, ll 
"they have loſt fo much Blood as to be unable to do 
"them any. hurt, or to defend themſelves. Fhey 
Graze upon the Banks. of the River; and I have 

feen above fcur hundre& together. | 
We continu'd to: fall down the River, having 
feen nothing for above a hundred: Leagues , but 
Feaſts and Birds; -however,' we-were always upon 
our Guard, .and c&fpecially during the Night ja20e 
: | Car 
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| Fear: of any Surprize. We landed-in the Evening 
"to dreſs/our Supper, and.made bur a little Fire, and: 


then left the Shore, caſting'an Anchor near the 
 middle' of the River, where we lay, as the ſafeſt 
Place, and yet one of us watch'd always by' turns. 
*#0n the 25th of Faure we went a-ſhore, and found 
ſome freſh Traces of Men upon the Sand, and then 
found a Path which led into a Meadow. We call'd 
our Men together , and'it was refolv'd that: our 
"Men ſhou'd continue in the, Canows', while 
ME Foliet and: T ſhou'd follow that Path, and en- 
Geavour to find the Habitation of the Savages. This 
Undertaking was very bold, yer relying upon God 


KY Almighty, we went on, and within ten Leagues 


 from-tkthce, diſcover'd a Village on. the Banks of 
2River, and two other Villages on a Hill within 
half a League from the former. Having again 
g implor'd God's Proteftion, we advanc'd fo near 
 to'the Savages, that we-cou'd hear them talk , and 
therefore thought -it was time to give them no- 
tice of our Arrival , which we did with a loud 
| Cry, and then ſtopp'd. The Savages immediately 
came out of their Cabins, 'and ſeeing but. two 
_ Men, they were not frighted, and- eſpecially: be- 
canſe we had acquainted them by our Cry, with 
- onr Approach ; - therefore they ſent four of thei 
| Old Men to talk to us, and ſee who we' were 
ind what Buſineſs we came upon. They: carr!” 
* two Pipes | adorn'd. with Feathers of ſeveral Co-: 
" lours, which they prefented to the Sun, without 
Tpeaking.a Word. They march'd ſo ſlowly , that 
We began to be. impatient ; and when they came. 
| _ hear' us, they fſtopp'd, and us'd many Ceremo- 
' Hies, We were very glad to fee them - cover'd 
With Cloth , for thereby we judg'd they: were: ei- 
"ther zour: Allies, or [Friends of our Allies; and 
' therefore-I ſpoke to them,” and-ask'd them who they 
- were? They anſwer'd, That they were Iinois,” and

Man. waited for us, in a verv extraordinary Poſture, 
which, as I- underſtand fince, is the uſual Cere- 
mony they uſe fer the Reception, of | Strangers.

Hands lifted up to Heaven , oppoſite. to. the Sun , 
inſomuch that it darted its Rays through. his, Fin- 
gers, upon his Face; and when we came near him, 
"he told us, What. a fair Day this ts ſince thou cameſt to 
wilt us! All our People wait for thee, and thou ſhait

expreſs'd-an extraordinary Joy for our kind Viſit, as

Tr will not be improper to relate here what I 
obferv'd of the Cuſtom and Manners of this Peo- 
ple, which are very different from what is pra-

The Word 71:nois in their Language ſignifies Men, 
asf they did look'upon the other Savages as Beaſts; 
and truly it muſt be confeſs'd that they are not al- 
together in the Wrong, for they have'more Huma» 
nity than all the other Nations that I have ſeen in 
America. © Thefſhort time I remain'd with them, did 
. Not permit me to inform my ſelf, as much as I de- 
fir d, of their Cuſtoms: and Manners ; but here is 
what I was able to- obſerve; They are divided into 
Fryeral Villages "whereof fome- are ' very "om 
; F | rom 
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"from thoſe that Thaveſeen. They call them Perowarca.; 
but as they live ſo far one from the other ,- their - 
Language is alſo very different. However”, it is a 
Diale&t of the Algonquin,' and* therefore we were 
able to underſtand what they ſaid, and to converſe: 
with chem. - They are good-natur'd Men, tractable 
and eaſy :\ They keep ſeveral Wives,” and: yet they 
are exceedingly jealous : They obſerve with great 
Care their Behaviour ; and if they find them in any 
Fault as to their Chaſtity , they cut off their Noſes 
and: Ears ;; and I ſaw ſeveral who-carry'd 'upon 
their Faces the Marks of their Infidelity. The. 7: 
10s are very well ſhap'd, and very dextrous : . They 
are good Marks-men with their Arrows and ſmall 
_ Guns, with which they are ſupply'd by the Savages 
that have Commerce with the . Ewropeans. - This 
makes them formidable to the other Nations inhabi- 
ting to the Weſtward, who have no Fire-Arms. 
The Illinois knowing' how much they are. frighted 
at the ' Noiſe of their Guns, make Excurſions very 
far to the Weſtward, and bring Staves from thence; 
which they barter with other Nations for the Com- 
modities-they want. Thoſe Nations are altogether 
ignorant of Iron Tools ; and their Knives, Axes, 
and other Inſtruments, are made of Flints, and other

- Superſticion ſome of the Nimois and Nadoueſſians wear 
Womens Apparel. ' When-they have taken the ſame, 
Which they do in their Youth, .they never leave ir 
off. ; ”and certainly there muſt be ſome Myſtery. in 
; this Matter, for they never Marry, and work in the 
Cabins. with Women, which other Men think be- 
low them to do. - .'They may go however to their 
Wars,-but they muſt uſe only a Club, and not Bows 
and Arrows, which, are fit, as they ſay, for Men 
alone.

Dancing coming. on-, thoſe who are to ſing , take 
[the moſt Honourable Seats under the Shadow of the 
Trees, or the Green Arbours they. make in caſe the 
Trees be not thick enough to ſhadow them. , They 
chuſe for this Service the beſt Wits amongſt them, 
either Men or Women. Every Body fits down af- 
terwards, round; about, as they come}, having firſt 
of. all ſaluted the: Mn, which they do in blow- 
ing-the Smoak of their Tobacco upon it , which is 
as much as offering to it Frankincenſe. Every Bo- 
dy, one after another, takes the Calumet, and hold- 
ing it with his two Hands, dances with it, follow- 
ing the Cadence pf the Songs. This Preludium be- 
ing1over, he who is to begin the Dance, appears in 
the middle of the Aſſembly , and having taken the 
Calumet , preſents it to the Sun, as if he wou'd in- 
vite him to ſmoke. Then he'\moves it into an in- 
finite: number of Poſtures, ſometimes laying it near 
the Ground, then ſtretching its Wings, as if he wou'd 
make-it fly, and then preſents it to the Spectators, 
who ſmoke with it one. after another, dancing all 
the while.

Gown , or any other Preſent , from the- Chief "of 
 the:Ball, He gives then the Calumer to another, 
*- who having acted his Part, gives it to another,” and 
ſo of all others, till the Calumet returns to the Cap- 
tain, who preſents it to the Nation invited unto that 
Feaſt; as a Mark of their Friendſhip , and 4 Con- 
firmation of. their Alliance. I can't pretend to. be 
ſo much Maſter of their Language as to judge” of 
their Songs, but methinks they are very witty. © 

We parted from the 7linois towards the middle of 
Zune, about Three a-clock,- and fell down the'Ri- 
yer, looking for another call'd' Pakitanoni , which 
runs from the North-Weſt into the Mſifips ,” of 
which I ſhall ſpeak anon. As we follow'd the 
Banks, I- obſerv'd on a Rock'a Simple, which” I 
take to be very extraordinary. Its 'Reot is like 
- \mall' Tornips link'd together :by fome Fibres of 
the fame Root, which 'taſtes like Carrots.” From 
that Root ſprings a Leaf as large as one's. Hand, 
and about an Inch thick, with ſome” Spots in” the 
middle ; from whence ſpring alfo ſome other'Leaves, 
'each of them bearing five or ſix yellow Flowers, 
"like little Bells. MRS 

We found abundance of Mulberries-as good and 
as big as ours ;' and another Fruit which we- took 
at firſt for Olives, but it taſtes like Orange.' 'We 
found another Fruit as big as an Egg, and having 
cut it into two; Pieces, we found the inſide wa's di- 
vided into fixteen., eighteen-, -and” twenity: ſmall 
Cells or Holes, and in each of them a Fruit like 
our Almonds, which is very ſweet, though the Tree _ 
-  ftinks; ks Leaves are like our Walnut-Troes. Fon, 
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ſeawalſo:in'ithe Meadows a Fruit like: our' Filbirds ; 
The Tree which bears it has its-Leaves much broader 
thanouts ;-and/at the End: of the Branches there js a 
kind of a Purſe like a Zarzbole, in which the Filbirds

Along: 'the Rocks. I 'haye mention'd, we found 
one. very high and ſteep, and faw EWo Monſters 
painted. upon it, which are ' ſo hideous , that we 
were - frighted at the firſt Sight, and the--boldeſt 
Savages dare not fix their” Eyes upon them. 
They are drawn as big - as a Calf, with ewo Horns 
like: * a Wild-Goat 3; Their Looks are terrible, 
though their Face has ſomething of Human Fi- 

lire- in it * Their. Eyes are Red, their Beard-is 
ike that of a Tyger,. and their Body : is coverd 
with. Scales. Their Tail is fo long that it ' goes 
o'er their Heads , and then turns between their 
 FareLegs under the Belly , ending like a Fiſh- 
Tail. There are but three Colours , viz.: Red, 
Green, and Black ; 'but thoſe Monſters are- ſo. well 
drawn, that I cannot believe that the Savages. did 
it;z andithe Rock whereon, they are painted is: o 
Beep, that it is a Wonder tome how it was poflible 
i thoſe Figures: But to know to what purpoſe 
they-were made, is as great a Myſtery. Whatever 
it bez our beſt Painters waw'd hardly do. better. 
- As:\We. fell. down the River, following the gen- 
tle Stream of. the Waters , and diſcourſing ;con- 
cerning thoſe Monſters, we heard a great : Noiſe 
of - Waters, .and faw ſeveral Pieces of Timber, 
and ſmall floating Iſlands, which-were hudled down

We found 

alſo a red Sand very heavy : I put ſome upon'n.y 

P Oar, which immediately became red ; and the'Wa- 

ters could not waſh it away for a Fortnight. toge- 

ther. We had ſeen no Reeds or Canes ; but they 

begin to be fo thick. in this Place, that Wild Bulls 

can hardly go through them. 'They grow very 

high and big, and their Knots are crown'd with 

ſeveral Leaves long and ſharp, the greenneſs where-

but they began to be very troubleſome to us a 
little lower in the Ouabouskigov, The Savages.who 
inhabit this Country 'are oblig'd to build their Huts 
in a' different manner from the other, becauſe of 
thoſe ' troubleſome Flies.

We had not|been troubled hitherto with Gnats, - 


UM 
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Mi , . 
As we were conſidering the Commery, the Banks 
of the River being very low, we diſcover'd feve- 
\ ral Savages arm'd with Fire-Arms, waiting for us 
' upon the Shoar,, . where the Stream of the River 
-carri'd us. Our Men prepar'd themſelves to fight, 
and it was refolv'd to let them fire firſt. of all ; 
- and as we came near, I ſpoke to them in the Lan- 
| ouape of the Hurons, and ſhew'd my Calumer of 
| Peace; but they did not anfwer- me , which we- 
took for a Declaration of War. However , we - 
reſoly'd to venture to paſs ; but when they had 
| Teen us at a nearer diſtance, they: deſir'd ys in a' 
friendly manner to come to their Habitationg , 
where they entertain'd us: with Beef and Oil of 
Bears, together with white: Plums,, as good every 
whit as ours. Theſe Savages have Guns, Knives, 
Axes, Shovels , Glaſs-Beads , and Bottles wherein 
' they put their Gunpowder. They wear their 
Hair long as the froqueſe. do, and their Women, 
are cover'd as they are amongſt the Hyrons.. They 
told us, That they were only .withia Ten Days 
- Journey .of the Sea ; that they . bought thoſe 
Commodities from Europears who live to the Eait- 
ward ; that theſe Exropeans had Images and Beads ; 


; 2 that they play upon Inſtruments ; that ſome were 


 cloath'd as I was, and that they were very. kind 


- to. them. However, I could find nothing in them 


that could - perſuade me that they had. receiv'd 
any. Inftruions about our Holy Religion. I en- 


- deavour'd to give them a general Idea of it, and. 


reſented them with ſome Medals to put them 


. 1n mind of it. 


'. The account given us by the Savages was. a 
at Encouragement to 'us, in hopes to ſee the 

| og in a few Days; and therefore we row'd 
with an extraordinary. vigour. The Banks ' of 
.. the River began to be cover'd with high Trees, 
"199 "IEF | "which 
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which hinder'd us from obſerving the Country, 

as we had" done all along ; but we judged. from 
the: bellowing of / 'the Bulls, that the Meadows 
are very near. We faw ſome Quails on the 
Water-ſide', and ſhot a ſmall Parrot , who had 
the half of his Head red , and the other part and 
the Neck yellow, and the reft of the Body green. 
We found our ſelves in this Place 'in the Lati- 
eude-of 33 Degrees, fteering diredly Southerly ; 
and a htitle while afterwards we diſcover'd a 
Village on the River-ſfide call'd AMichigamea. The 
Savages made. a great noiſe, and appear'd 1n 
Arms, dividing themſelves into three Parties, one 
'of which ſtood on the . Shoar, while the others 
went into their Wooden Canows, to intercept 
our. Retreat, and prevent our eſcape. They were 
arm'd- with Bows and Arrows ., Clubs, Axes, 


and Bucklers. Notwithſtanding theſe Preparati- | 


- ons., we row'd direfly to' the Shoar , where 
their main Body ftood ; and as we came near, 
ewo of .their young Warriours flung themſelves 
into the Water "to . board my Canow , which 
he would have done , had not the rapidity of 
the Stream 'prevented his Deſign ; ſo that "they 
were 'forc'd- to return ' a-ſhore, having thrown 
at us their Clubs , -which by £ood' fortune went 
over our Heads. I preſented my Calumer of Peace, 
but they were ſo buſy that they could not ſee : 
However , as they advanc'd in a body to 
ſhoot at us, the Old Men' diſcoverd my Ca- 
lumet'; whereupon they made an Out-cry , com- 
manding their Youth to" ſtop, and two of them 
advanc'd to the Water-ſide , throwing. theit Ar-

. Akamſca, and preſented us with their Sagomerta, and 
ſome Fiſh. of et 
'We lay, there that Night in great Fears, and 
the next Morning embark'd again with our In- 
terpreter and ten Savages in one of. their Wooden 
Canows, and met within half a. League from 
Akamſca two large Canows full of Savages. The 
Captain was ſtanding in the firſt, holding his Ca . 
'. -tumet , of which he made ſeveral Motions, ac- 
; cording to the Cuſtoms of his Country. | I ſtood 
— up likewiſe in my Canow with my Calumet , at 
- \which they were ſo pleas'd , that they met us with 
all imaginable Demonſtrations 'of Joy, attended 


—with Songs and Shouts. They: preſented/ us their 


Calumet to ſmoak,, and:;ſome Bread made of - 1a- 
dian Corn , and then return'd home , bidding us 
to follow him, which we did at fome diſtance, 
They had in the mean tire prepar'd a kind of 
Scaffold to receive us, adorn'd with fine Mats ; 
_upon . which we ſat down, and the Old Men 
and Warriours near us , the reſt of the People 
franding ,off, We found amongſt them. a young 
* Man who ſpoke [lines much better than the. Inter- 
preter we had brought with-us from Mitchigames ; 
and we. deſir'd him /to acquaint his. Nation with 
the Subje&, of our Voyage,.as he had underſtogd 
it from us, We made him ſome ſmall Pre- 
ſents., which they . receiv'd with great Civility, 
Tg | Q 2 | and 
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and ſeem'd- to admire what I told them con. 
' cerning G-O D, the Creation of-- the World, 
and the Providences ; * telling . us by the Inter- 
preter , That* they ſhould think themſelves, very 
tappy, if we would: remain with them to teach 

They told us that we were within five Days 
Journey: from the Sea ; but! that they were not 
acquainted with the Nation inhabiting the fame ; 
meaning doubtleſs' the Ewuropears.; for their Ene- 
mies hindred them from keeping any Correſpon- 
dence with them. They added, That their Axes, 
Knives, and Glaſs Beads , had been given them in 
exchange. of other Commodities, by ſome Nati- 
ons inhabiting to the Eaſtward, and by ſome 7. 
lincis , who had an Habitation. to the Weſtward 
' within four Days Journey of them : That the 


.\ a "ot 
Savages whom we had met with Fire-Arms, 
were their Enemies, who hindred their Commerce 
with the Europeans ; and that we ſhould be ex- 


pos'd to great Dangers , if we did venture to 
proceed farther; beczufe thoſe Savages were conti- 
nually cruiſing on the River. -In the mean time, 
they brought us ſome S2gamertea, with ſome roaſt-, 
; ed Corn, and a piece of a Dog. | 
© © Theſe Savages are very courteous, and pive 
freely -what { they have ; - but their Proviſions. are 
but indifferent, becauſe they dare not leave their 
Habitation 'to go a Hunting for fear of their 
Enemies. They have b:4i+» Corn in great plen» 
ty, and at'all times ,” having three Crops every 
Year. They roaſt it, or elſe boil ic in great 
Pots of Earth, which are curioufly made, They 
go. naked-, and wear- their Hair very , ſhort , bo- 
_- "ring their Ears, which they . adora with Rings 
_ of  Glaſs-Beads;; but their Women are cover'd 

with Skins, having their Hair divided into two 

Wot DV ( ard - Treſles, 
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 'Trefſes, which they throw behind their Back, 
-without any other Ornament. Their Feaſts. are. 
| without any Ceremony : They ſerve their /Meats in - 
 -._-preat Diſhes, and "every one eats as much ' as he 

pleaſes. Their Language is very difficult, and I 
could never pronounce any. Word of it. Their 
Cabins are made ' with the Barks” of Trees, .and 
'- are generally very long ; they lie at the two 
ends,” their - Beds being abour two foot ; higher, 
than. the Floor. "They keep ' their . Corn in Pas, 
-niers'made of Ruſhes, or in great Gourds. - They 
" have no Beavers, and all their Commodities are 
* the Skins of Wild Bulls. It never ſnows in their 
Country , and they :have no. other Winter than 
ſome violent Rains, which makes the only differ- 
ence between Summer and Winter. They have 
no other. Fruit” but Water-Melons ,. though their 
Soil . might produce any other, did they know 
- how to, cultivate it. | 
They held a Council, wherein ſome propoſed 
to. murther us;, becauſe of our Commodities £ 
but their Chief :oppos'd that baſe Deſign , and 
having ſent for us, danc'd the Calumet im; our Pres 
ſence, which he preſented me with, to ſeal our com- 
mon Friend{hip. M. 7olet and Tin the mean time 


- Jcall'd 'our Men together , to adviſe 'whether we 


ſhou'd proceed any further, or return home, from 
thence ; and having conſider'd that the Gulph of 
Mexico lying in the Latitude of 31 Degrees and 


 :.40 Minutes, cou'd be but within three or four Days 


Journey from the 4kam{ca , and: that therefore the 
: Mifſiſfps. diſcharg'd ,it ſelf into it, and not- to the 
Paſtward. of the Cape of Hlorida, or into the 
Californian-Sea, as it was expedcd, it was: refolv'd 


\ to return home. We confider'd likewiſe that the 


Advantage of our great Voyage wou'd. be alto- 
gether loſt co our Nation, did we. fall into the.

expet' no other Treatment but Death or Slave- 
*ry 3 and therefore it was Tore prudent to con- 
tent” our ſelves with this Diſcovery , and make a 
Report thereof to' thoſe who had {ent us. So 
. "that having refted: another Day, we left the Vil 
lage of the Akamſca, on the 17 of July, ha- 
'ving follow'd the M4/5/ip; fromthe Latitude of | 
-42 to 34 , and -preach'd the Goſpel to the © ut-. 
- moſt of my_ Power , to the Nations we. viſited. 
We went up the River with - great difficulty, be- 
cauſe of the Rapidity of the Stream , and. left 
it in the Latitude of 38 Degrees, and went in- 
to a River , which conducted us into the Lake 
of the: Iinois, which Way is much -ſhorter than 
- the other, by the River Meſcouſis, through which 
we came. | 
I never faw-a more pleaſant Country than' the 
Banks - of that, River. The Meadows are cover'd 
with 'Wild-Bulls , Stags., Wild-Goats ; and the Ri- 
vers. and Lakes with Buſtards, Swans, Ducks, Bea- 
vers. We ſaw alſo abundance of Parrots. Seve- 
ral ſmall Rivers fall into this, which is deep and 
| - broad, for 65 Leagues, and therefore navigable al- 
moſt all the Year long. There is but a Portage of 
half a League into the "Lake of the 7/mois. We 
found on- the Banks of the faid River a Village of 
Vlineis call'd Kailka, -confilting of 74 Cabins. They 
| Teceiv'd us with all the Kindneſs imaginable, and 
oblig'd me to promiſe that I wou'd return to in- 
ſtruct them, and live in their Country. Their 
Captain , with moſt of their Youth, accompani'd 
us to the Lake of the 7{nois, from whence we 
return'd to the Bay of Puans; where we. arriv'd 
towards the latter end of Seprember, having been 
about three Months in our Journey,

Weſt end of the Gulf, in 27 Degrees. When they 
. arriv'd there, they were in great Confuſion ,. not 
_ " being"able to come near. the Coaſt of Florida, by 
reaſon of a long Bank Reciff, or as the Frezch call 


it, Contre-ceſte, which they ſearch'd for ſome hundred — 


Miles. It was no-where above a Musket-ſhot over,
